A business state of mind 

New Hampshire is 
looking like a bad bet 
for business, and it just 
shouldn’t be. We have 
some of the highest busi- 
ness taxes in the country, 
our higher education 
system is hobbled and our court system is 
so short on funds that it can’t do its job. 

But hey, smokes are still cheap. 

New Hampshire’s business profits tax 
rate is 8.5 percent, the tenth-highest in the 
nation. New York state has a lower rate, as 
do Vermont and Connecticut. 

As I mentioned last week, higher educa- 
tion gets little assistance from the state. 

Then there’s the court system, the peren- 
nial punching bag for the state legislature. 
The court system has been so stripped of 
resources that it can barely function. The 
big losers in this have been businesses. 
Because of constitutional requirements, 
criminal cases come first, leaving business 
disputes to wait long times for decisions 
and court appearances. 

It doesn’t need to be this way. 

Business can and should be allowed to 
thrive in New Hampshire. 

Here’s what the state should do: 

For starters, allow start-ups to postpone 
paying or pay a far lower rate on the Busi- 
ness Enterprise tax, which is basically a tax 
on wages and interest paid out. This tax 
even has to be paid if the business is losing 
money, and even a small tax break in the 
early stages would help start-ups. The cost 
to the state would be minimal. 

Lower unemployment compensation taxes. 
In recent years (because of higher unemploy- 
ment) these rates have skyrocketed even for 
businesses that have no layoffs. For a suc- 
cessful business these new higher taxes are an 
extra burden on a growing payroll. 

Change the Meals and Rooms tax formu- 
la. As it is now, New Hampshire’s rate of 9 
percent is already one of the highest in the 
county. Though I’d like to see it lowered to 
5 percent, the current formula hurts cities 
and towns with a large hotel and restaurant 
base, such as Concord, Manchester and 
Nashua. Those funds are distributed using a 
population-based formula. This ignores the 
cost to local governments of additional ser- 
vices required for service-type businesses. 
In turn, this pushes up property taxes for all 
(including businesses) in those towns. 

Create a quick business court system. It 
would be a huge help to businesses to have 
a case decided in less than six months — 
right now it can take years. At the very 
least, having a separate avenue for busi- 
nesses to resolve disputes would encourage 
banks to loan more commercial money. 

There’s no reason New Hampshire can’t 
lead the nation in new business creation in 
the next decade.

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Get the lice out 

The first lice treatment center 
in New Hampshire was slated to 
open in Plaistow on Saturday, Nov. 
17. Nits End, 73 Newton Road, 
will provide families in New Eng- 
land with a place for safe head lice 
removal without chemicals. The 
company offered free head checks 
on Saturday, Nov. 17, to cele- 
brate its grand opening. Head lice, 
which cannot hop or fly, infest the 
head and neck by attaching eggs to 
the base of hair shafts, according 
to the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. Owners Christine 
Cherry and Laura Lewis are trained 
operators of the LouseBuster, an 
LDA-cleared device that kills all 
stages of head lice, including the 
eggs, in a one-time 30-minute treat- 
ment, according to a company press 
release. The device uses heated air 
to kill lice and their eggs through 
rapid dehydration, the release said.

In other news... 

• Tour Manchester schools: 

Alderman Patrick Arnold and 
school board member John Ava- 
rd are going forward with plans to 
host public visits to all 22 public 
schools in Manchester to let res- 
idents see “first-hand the state of 
the city’s school district,” accord- 
ing to a press release from Avard 
and Arnold. They plan to hold pub- 
lic forums following tours to gather 
ideas and comments. Manchester 
schools have drawn headlines for 
overcrowding due to teacher lay- 
offs this year. Avard said in the press 
release he expects to gamer “fresh 
information and ideas of how to 
move this school district further in 
the right direction.” Mayor Ted Gat- 
sas was quoted in a Union Leader 
article as saying at a school commit- 
tee meeting, “I think we all know 
what the problems are. If anybody 
in this room doesn’t know what the 
problems in the schools are, they’ve 
been on another planet.” Call Ava- 
rd at 623-2800. Public participation 
might be limited to minimize dis- 
ruption. The first round of tours will 
be Thursday, Nov. 29, at Gossler 
Park Elementary School at 10 a.m., 
Northwest Elementary School at 
11:30 a.m. and Parker- Vamey Ele- 
mentary School at 1 p.m. 

• State reconsidering pension 
program: A special committee of 
the state House of Representatives 
recommended the state move away 


from a defined benefit retirement 
system and toward a defined con- 
tribution system, like a 401(k) plan. 
The pension program has come 
under fire for its growing unfund- 
ed liability. Legislators passed a bill 
last year to provide some reforms. 
The Special House Committee 
on Defined Contribution Retire- 
ment Plans for Public Employees 
proposed a system that would be 
mandatory for new state employees 
and voluntary for contributing local 
and county employees. Accord- 
ing to a House press release, the 
committee members reported that 
under a defined contribution sys- 
tem, the state’s unfunded liability 
would increase “incrementally” in 
the short term but decrease dramat- 
ically over the long term. “While I 
suspect it is unlikely that the incom- 
ing legislature will be able to move 
forward on a major change ... this 
report represents a roadmap that can 
be used in the future to resolve the 
looming pension crisis at the state 
level,” said House Speaker Wil- 
liam O’Brien, R-Mont Vernon, in a 
statement. 

• Veterans could see increased 
COLA: U.S. Sen. Jeanne Shaheen 
voiced approval for the Senate’s 
passage of the Veterans’ Compen- 
sation Cost-of-Living Adjustment 
Act of 2012, which would pro- 
vide nearly four million veterans 
and their families with a cost-of- 
living adjustment to make sure 
benefits keep up with inflation. The 
bill passed the Senate unanimous- 
ly. According to Shaheen’s office, 
the bill has historically passed with 
broad bipartisan support, but it was 
blocked in the Senate in September. 
The bill would increase veterans’ 
cost-of-living adjustments by 1.7 
percent and would result in an addi- 
tional $500 in benefits for veterans. 

• Ayotte praised for anti-Tal- 
iban legislation: Gen. Joseph 
Dunford, who was nominated to 


be the next 
commander of 
U.S. and coali- 
tion forces in 
Afghanistan, 
recently praised 
legislation writ- 
ten by Sen. 
Kelly Ayo- 
tte, which was 
designed to 
keep U.S. taxpay- 
er money from 
flowing to enemy 
hands in Afghanistan, according to 
a press release from Ayotte. During 
a Senate hearing last week, Dunford 
said the legislation helped prevent 
at least $12 million from getting 
into Taliban hands. In August 2011, 
the Commission on Wartime Con- 
tracting found that as much as $60 
billion of U.S. government con- 
tracting funds had been wasted or 
misspent in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
and that the second-largest source 
of income for insurgents was U.S. 
contracting dollars, the release said. 
The legislation makes it easier for 
U.S. officials to void contracts with 
contractors who funnel taxpayer 
resources to enemies. 

• Former sheriff candidate 
heads south: Frank Szabo has 
moved to South America. The for- 
mer candidate for Hillsborough 
County sheriff made headlines ear- 
lier this year when he said he’d 
consider using deadly force to pre- 
vent doctors from performing 
abortions. “As some of you may 
know, my family and I have left 
the country,” Szabo wrote on www. 


szaboforsheriff.com. “This was 
a decision which was a possibili- 
ty many months ago. If it were not 
for the campaign, we would have 
left much earlier. After having lost 
the primary, it became a certainty. 
In my opinion, there was nothing 


else I could do which could make 
a real difference.” Szabo lost in the 
GOP primary to incumbent James 
Hardy, who won reelection earlier 
this month. The Concord Monitor 
reported that Szabo is an aspiring 
organic farmer.

Charter schools face uncertainty 

New legislative makeup could change funding priorities

If the future of charter schools in New 
Hampshire is uncertain now, it could be 
even more so as the new legislature transi- 
tions into the Statehouse. 

The GOP-led legislature has been support- 
ive of existing charter schools and welcoming 
to new charter schools during the last two 
years. GOP lawmakers have continually 
talked about the importance of choice and 
competition in education. During the last 
two years, eight charter schools opened in 
New Hampshire. Charter schools have grown 
from about 300 students in 2006 to more than 
2,000 now, officials said. There are 17 charter 
schools in operation and another is scheduled 
to open next fall in Derry. 

But new charter school applicants began to 
feel they were getting the runaround this past 
summer. They had trouble scheduling meet- 
ings with Department of Education officials, 
said Matthew Southerton, executive director 
of the New Hampshire Center for Innovative 
Schools, which advocates for charter schools. 
Many new charter school groups had moved 
well into the process of opening a school 
when things stalled at the state level. 

And then in September, seemingly out of 
the blue from charter school advocates’ per- 
spective, the Board of Education denied all 
outstanding charter school applications and 
said it would deny any future applications 
until funding issues were resolved. 

Charter schools were underfunded by 
about $4.4 million this year, which the BOE 
cited when it instituted the charter school 
ban in September. The legislature autho- 
rized the DOE to spend the additional $4.4 
million last week, which covers charter 
school costs through the rest of this fiscal 
year but doesn’t provide funding for any 
new charter schools. 

During the budgeting process in 20 1 0, the 
DOE dramatically underreported the num- 


ber of charter school 
students. Southerton ’s 
organization provid- 
ed lawmakers with 
more accurate figures. 
Lawmakers and DOE 
officials knew the 
DOE’s figures were 
inaccurate. Lawmak- 
ers opted to reduce the 
line item anyway to help balance the bud- 
get on paper and then “deal with it later,” 
Southerton said. 

Legislators passed legislation to accompa- 
ny the state budget two years ago allowing the 
state to exceed the budgeted amount for char- 
ter schools, knowing they were underfunded. 
The original state budget allocated as much 
as $10.2 million for charter schools. The state 
spends about $5,500 per charter school stu- 
dent, officials said. 

The BOE has faced criticism from some, 
saying it’s not the Board’s job to worry 
about the financial side of the equation; 
rather, it’s the Board’s job to judge char- 
ter schools on the merit of an application. 
Board Chairman Thomas Rafiio said earlier 
this fall that one of the application criteria 
is financial sustainability. With funding 
unclear, Raffio said the Board opted to wait 
until the new legislature makes the call. 

“Conceptually, we’re in favor of char- 
ter schools, and we hope the legislature will 
resolve this year’s shortfall, and then we’ll 
wait for the new legislature to make a determi- 
nation on future charter schools,” Rafiio said 
in an interview with the Hippo last month. 

Some see politics in this decision. But 
the BOE feels it cannot sign off on more 
charter schools until it knows the state is 
prepared to fund them, Raffio said. 

A partisan issue? 

Historically, Republicans have been 
more supportive of charter schools than 


Democrats. With Democrats holding the 
governor’s office and a majority in the 
state House of Representatives, it’s possi- 
ble charter schools won’t be met with open 
arms in the coming legislative session. 
Still, Southerton has hope. 

“I personally know a lot of Democrats sup- 
port charter schools,” Southerton said. “An 
interesting fact is that the majority of these 
[charter school] startup groups are all Dem- 
ocrats. ... I’m certainly hoping we can work 
with the new legislature to break this logjam.” 

Democrats have campaigned on invest- 
ing more in education after the legislature 
made significant cuts in the current budget, 
particularly to the state’s university system. 
It’s unclear what that might mean for char- 
ter schools. 

There is talk of forming a local entity of 
Democrats for Education Reform, which is 
a national group, Southerton said. 

Pushing forward 

Total state adequacy for education is 
$955 million in the current budget. Even 
including the recent $4.4 million authoriza- 
tion for charter schools, total charter school 
funding is $13.5 million this year. That’s 
1.4 percent of the total state adequacy aid 
budget, Southerton said. 

“That’s what’s sad to me,” Southerton 
said. 

Southerton is concerned about the finan- 
cial implications of the charter school ban. 
The state is in the third year of a five-year 
federal charter school startup grant totalling 
$11.6 million. The state is slated to receive 
about $2.4 million in each of the next two 
years. “That’s $5 million coming into the 
economy giving teachers and parents dif- 
ferent options,” Southerton said. With the 
BOE instituting a ban on charter schools, 
Southerton was concerned the federal gov- 
ernment would reduce the amount of the 
grant, he said. 41

State stands to lose if federal government can’t strike a deal

Pick a metaphor: cliff, hill or overlook. 
Whatever the choice, the country and New 
Hampshire are set to fall over something on 
Jan. 1. 

While there is plenty of political pos- 
turing pertaining to the so-called fiscal 
cliff, the cliff itself, which signals across- 
the-board cuts to all reaches of the federal 
government, is no political ploy. 


“It’s serious,” said Dennis Delay, an econ- 
omist with the New Hampshire Center for 
Public Policy Studies in Concord. “It’s going 
to affect New Hampshire as much as oth- 
er states around the country, maybe New 
England a little more so because of the demo- 
graphic makeup and the industry makeup....” 

If no deal is reached on the federal level, 
a series of cuts will take place on Jan. 1 that 
could mean extensive state budget cuts and 
the likelihood that the nation will fall back 
into recession. The automatic spending cuts 


would make the country’s Gross Domestic 
Product fall by $215 billion and would cosl 
the country 2.14 million jobs, according to 
a George Mason University study earlier 
this year. 

If nothing is done before Jan. 1, automat- 
ic cuts would reduce employment in New 
Hampshire in 2014 by about 2 percent. The 
state’s unemployment rate was 5.7 percent 
for October. A George Mason Universi- 
ty report suggested New Hampshire would 
lose 6,300 jobs. 
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“Frankly, job growth hasn’t been much 
more than [2 percent in New Hampshire],” 
Delay said. “If something isn’t done, it’s 
likely we’d see not only a recession nation- 
ally, but a decline in jobs both nationally 
and ... in New Hampshire as well.” 

Delay said economists say if no deal is 
struck, in 2013 the reduced spending and 
increased taxes will pull about 3.5 per- 
cent out of the gross domestic product. The 
economy hasn’t been growing by much 
more than 2 percent nationally. Pull out 3.5 
percent, and that makes for an economy 
that decreases by 1.5 percent, Delay said. 

“That’s a recession,” Delay said. “Sim- 
ply put, when the economy declines overall, 
that’s the classic definition of a recession.” 

For the average New Hampshire taxpay- 
er, Charles Arlinghaus, executive director 
of the Josiah Bartlett Center for Public Pol- 
icy in Concord, said concerns should be 
centered less on individual impacts and 
more on the risk of recession. 

“The reason this has to be fixed is not 
because you have to pay another $50 in tax- 
es or the other guy has to pay another $200; 
it’s because if we don’t fix it, the econo- 
my will slip into another recession like 
Europe,” Arlinghaus said. 

Widespread impacts 

New Hampshire, and particularly the 
Nashua area, has a significant number of 
defense-related companies. With the Depart- 
ment of Defense slated to be cut significantly, 
defense programs are going to be on the 
chopping block, and that would hurt com- 
panies such as BAE Systems, Delay said. 
New Hampshire has already seen signifi- 
cant cutbacks in those areas, with Pease Air 
Force Base closing, as well as cuts to the 
Portsmouth Naval Shipyard: “That probably 
means we have less at stake, in terms of pos- 
sible cuts to the military, than the South or the 
western part of the country does,” Delay said. 

Entitlement programs are set to be cut 
as well. Federal payouts to individuals — 
things like Social Security, unemployment 
compensation, Medicare and Medicaid — 
will also be cut. New Hampshire doesn’t 
receive as much federal funding as other 
parts of the country, but there would be an 
impact, Delay said. 

The fiscal cliff could create problems 
for state budget writers. There will be 
increased pressure on the federal budget 
in every respect. With that in mind, budget 
writers should be expecting less federal aid. 

“When the state turns to the federal gov- 
ernment, the money is just not going to be 
available,” Arlinghaus said. “A lot of times, 
when they’re looking to balance the bud- 
get, they’re looking for some sort of angle 
to drag more money out of Washington. 
The pressure from the cliff means there 
won’t be any angles to be had.” 

Democrats have talked about wanting to 


invest more money in education and hospitals 
while expanding Medicaid. Less federal aid 
might make that difficult, Arlinghaus said. 

The economic uncertainty makes it dif- 
ficult for businesses to expand or do much 
other than stand pat. Delay said he’s giv- 
en presentations to bankers recently in 
New Hampshire and Vermont, as well as 
businessmen in the construction industry. 
“Both groups are singing the same tune,” 
Delay said. Bankers are trying to position 
themselves for when higher capital gains 
taxes are instituted. Construction compa- 
nies don’t know if they can go ahead on 
certain projects. They all say they’re cut- 
ting back in advance, Delay said. 

Let's make a deal 

Delay said he thought calling it a fis- 
cal cliff could be an overstatement. The 
implications are real and dramatic, true, 
but lawmakers could reach an agreement 
sometime in early 2013 that could mini- 
mize the impact, he said. 

On the other side of the argument is the 
idea that if lawmakers aren’t willing to do 
something now — raise taxes or make sub- 
stantial cuts — they never will be. 

“The benefit to doing nothing is that you 
might simply . . . start the process where . . . 
policymakers begin to seriously address the 
fiscal shape of the U.S. economy,” Delay 
said. 

Still, if lawmakers do nothing, it will 
likely mean a prolonged period of slow 
economic growth in New Hampshire, 
Delay said. 

If lawmakers can craft legislation to 
address a good chunk of the issues by 
about March 2013, it won’t be the end of 
the world, Delay said. “But they won’t 
be able to take back the uncertainty, and 
frankly, the dissatisfaction a lot of people 
are going to feel again, referring to Wash- 
ington as a place where they just never get 
anything done.” 

Arlinghaus agreed lawmakers could still 
address issues after Jan. 1 . Likewise, even 
if lawmakers reach a deal, they aren’t out of 
the woods. It just means this particular cri- 
sis is averted, Arlinghaus said. The country 
would still have a $1 trillion budget defi- 
cit this year and would be borrowing big 
chunks of money to pay for spending, 
while adding billions to the country’s debt. 

“The situation isn’t going to be fixed for 
10 years, and it’s only fixed in 10 years if 
we start today,” Arlinghaus said. 

Arlinghaus was optimistic some type of 
deal would be reached before Jan. 1 . 

“While everyone agrees we need to cut 
spending, there must be a better way to do 
it,” he said. 

Still, he doesn’t expect any agreement 
until Dec. 29. 

“It’s like a term paper in college; nobody 
turns them in early,” Arlinghaus said.

Homes sales and median price keep climbing 

Homes sales last month showed the largest median price jump since 
January 2008 to $212,000, compared to the $190,000 median price in 
October 2011, an 11.6 percent increase, according to the New Hamp- 
shire Association of Realtors. Home sales also jumped last month, 
from 938 sales in October 2011 to 1,191 sales last month, a 20 per- 
cent increase. Year to date, residential unit sales have increased by 
20.1 percent in 2012, while median price for the first 10 months is at 
$202,500, compared with $205,000 after the first nine months of last 
year, according to NHAR.

Comment: “This is now clearly a trend, ’’ said NHAR President 
John Rice. “We anticipated that increased numbers of sales would 
eventually lead to upward pressure on prices, and that’s what we’re 
seeing now. ” 

NH improving its preterm birth rate 

New Hampshire, with a 9.5 percent preterm birth rate in 2012, 
earned an A grade on the March of Dimes 2012 Premature Birth report 
card. Nationally, the preterm birth rate has improved each of the last 
five years. New Hampshire was one of four states to receive A’s. 
March of Dimes and the state Department of Health and Human Ser- 
vices are shooting to reduce the state’s premature birth rate to at least 
8 percent by 2014, according to a March of Dimes press release. In 
the 2012 report card, 16 states improved their grades. The country as 
a whole received a C. 

QOL score: +2 

Comment: “New Hampshire s progress means that more babies are 
being born healthy, excess health care costs are being reduced, and 
families are being spared the heartache of having a baby born too 
soon, ” said Dr. Rebecca Ewing, OB/GYN, and program services com- 
mittee chairwoman with New Hampshire March of Dimes. 

Crunching the numbers 

Fourteen more Granite Staters voted for the President this year 
than in 2008, making the total vote at the top of the New Hamp- 
shire ballot a record-setter (from 710,970 to 710,984). However, 
the total number of ballots cast on Nov. 6 was 615 less in 2012, 
with 718,788, compared to 2008 ’s record of 719,403, according to 
the Union Leader. 

QOL score: +1 for 14 more people voting for president, -1 for 
for fewer ballots cast than in 2008. 

Comment: This year, more Granite Staters also went to the poll- 
ing places, with 67,051 absentee ballots cast this year, as compared 
to 72,264 in 2008, and a record of 99,304 people who registered to 
vote on Election Day.

More to Clemens than Twain 

Interpreter gives life to the man behind Huck Finn

Kurt Sutton sports a white suit 
a few sizes too big for him when 
when he plays Samuel Clemens 
— better known as Mark Twain. 

He’s been channeling the 
famous writer on stage for eight 
years on his national tour, “An 
Evening With Mark Twain,” 
which comes to the Concord City 
Auditorium on Wednesday, Nov. 
28. But Sutton had been preparing 
for this role for ages. Twenty years 
ago, in fact, before he retired from 
working as a teacher and business 
owner, his wife bought him the 
white suit that Twain was famous 
for. This would be the suit he’d 
wear, she told him. 

“I talked so much about doing 
it [impersonating Twain], that 
my wife had a suit custom-made 
for me. But she got it three siz- 
es bigger than I am. She said that 
it was because I was going to get 
fat when I got older. Plus, a big- 
ger suit makes you look older,” 
he said. When he’s telling the 
anecdote that Mark Twain told 
of learning to ride a bicycle as a 
70-year-old, the outfit just adds to 
the performance. 

Maybe the suit helps him get 
into character, but Twain’s mate- 
rial is so good that Sutton said he 
doesn’t need much help for his 
performances. 

“He was the first stand-up com- 


ic,” Sutton said. “Comics today, 
it’s a short story with a punchline. 
Twain was a humorist; he told lon- 
ger stories that had satire about a 
politician, or whatever the sub- 
ject was that he talked about, and 
it made you think. And while you 
were thinking, you realized that 
what he said was really funny.” 

Even 150 years later, his mate- 
rial works. 

“When he told stories about 
people’s greed or happiness, he 
was always just spot on. Human 
nature hasn’t changed much for 
10,000 years; we still hate each 
other and love each other and have 
the same emotions. He could just 
capture them in words and imag- 
es, and he spoke the same things 
that you could relate to as a young 
person,” Sutton said. 

Sutton’s two-act production 
is set up like the kind of lecture 
tour that famous authors used to 
take across the country. “During 
the 1800s, this was the only way 
that people got to see famous peo- 
ple like Emerson and Tennyson, 
Dickinson and Harriet Beecher 
Stowe,” he said. “To see the actu- 
al writer in real life, that was a big 
thing. . . . People have always been 
like that. They want to see famous 
people. It’s just like when you’re 
going to see Justin Bieber.” 

Ninety percent of the stories 
he shares are those that Clemens 
wrote, comments he made, quotes 
from him. The other 10 percent

are the segues between the piec- 
es, the transitions Sutton created 
to go from one story to another. 

Sutton studied Mark Twain like 
most people did in school. He read 
The Adventures of Tom Sawyer 
and The Adventures of Huckle- 
berry Finn. But he became more 
interested in the man behind the 
pseudonym, Samuel Clemens, 
and after graduating from Rein- 
hardt College at the University 
of Georgia, he continued to study 
Clemens. 

Lots of people know Mark 
Twain, but not as many people 
know Samuel Clemens, Sutton 
said. 

“Mark Twain was just part 
of what Samuel Clemens did. 
But Samuel Clemens, you’ll see 
that he was a writer, a steamboat 
pilot, a gold miner, an inventor, 
an investor.... He did all kinds of 
things besides write Tom Sawyer 
and Huckleberry Finnf Sutton 
said. 

Some people will think he’s 
copying Hal Holbrook, an Amer- 
ican actor famous for his Mark 
Twain impersonations, Sutton

said, but his performance is differ- 
ent from Holbrook’s. His intention 
is not to impersonate the famous 
writer. 

“I’m not an impersonator. I’m 
an interpreter. I interpret it the 
way that I think he’d like it to be 
interpreted,” he said. 

Unlike Holbrook, he also will 
be playing both Clemens and 
Twain on Wednesday night. How 
will you know when he’s playing 
which role? For one, Twain nev- 
er played music in public. That 
was something he kept for pri- 
vate guests. Few people know that 
Clemens was a musician, and in 
the show, he’ll play music from 
the time period. Twain will be the 
guy telling a humorous story from 
one of his books, Roughing It , 
about a buffalo hunt, and Clemens 
will follow with the song “Buffa- 


lo Gal.” The second act also pays 
tribute to Clemens’ serious side, 
with a dramatic rendition of Huck 
Finn’s trip down the Mississippi 
with Jim the runaway slave. 

Sutton loves touring the coun- 
try “like a rock star” with his wife 
and makes a trip to New Hamp- 
shire almost every year, always 
polishing his production. One of 
his favorite quotes from Twain 
is, “When I was younger, I could 
remember anything, whether it 
happened or not, but my faculties 
are decaying now and soon I shall 
be so I cannot remember any but 
the things that never happened.” 
It’s a quote that you appreciate 
more as you age, he said. 

“When you’re older, you’ll 
understand,” he said. 4ft

Which road do you take? 

Derry artists’ interpretations of Frost’s famous poems

Forester and artist Ingaborg Seaboyer 
always felt a connection to Robert Frost’s 
poetry. Particularly these lines: 

Two roads diverged in a wood and I— 

I took the one less traveled by, 

And that has made all the difference. 

So when she joined with fellow Derry 
artists Corrinne Dodge and Judy Krassows- 
ki in creating art inspired by Frost’s “The 
Road Not Taken,” she painted a picture of 
herself. 

“One of the first things we did was 
decide on one poem that we were all going 
to interpret, which was ‘The Road Not 
Taken.’ In my case, I’ve always felt the 
connection to that poem by being a woman 
in a largely male profession, and I wound 
up creating a portrait of myself in my for- 
estry gear, drilling into a tree,” she said in a 
phone interview. 

The painting is one of about 20 
Frost-inspired works on display at the Pan- 
tano Gallery at Southern New Hampshire 
University. 

The project began last summer, when 
Derry Public Library’s adult services went 
through renovation. It closed for a period 
and re-opened in September 2011, incor- 
porating Robert Frost in the decor, with 
leafy designs to celebrate Frost’s poem 
“Birches.” During this period of renova- 
tion. Dodge came up with the idea to create 
Frost-inspired art. 

Three works represent the road less trav- 
eled. Corrinne Dodge had a more literal take 
on the poem than Seaboyer did. Dodge’s 
painting depicts an old man at a fork on a 
woodsy trail. She had intended that this paint- 
ing be modeled on a snapshot she took on the 
Derry- Windham Rail Trail of a middle-aged 
man. But her brushes had a mind of their 
own. “When I attempted to draw a middle- 
aged man briskly walking as in the photo, I 
found myself unable to do so. Over and over I 
erased and penciled again. No luck. Instead, I 
continued to draw what appeared to me to be 
a very elderly man shuffling on,” she wrote in 
an artist’s statement. “It occurred to me that 
my piece was not so much about the ‘two 
roads diverging in a yellow wood,’ but rather, 
‘I shall be telling this with a sigh/Somewhere 
ages and ages hence.’” 

One of Dodge’s larger drawings is “Stop- 
ping by Woods.” It’s intricately drawn from 
a horseback rider’s perspective; in the pen 
and ink, we see, “My little horse must think 
it queer/To stop without a farmhouse near / 
Between the woods and frozen lake/The 
darkest evening of the year,” with a snowy 
scene.

“The Road Not Taken” by Corrinne

If you miss this exhibition, catch it lat- 
er this year; the art is booked until June, 
Dodge said, set to decorate the walls at 
the Hampstead Public Library, the Mary 
E. Bartlett Library in Brentwood, the Fre- 
mont Public Library (tentatively), and the 
Audubon Society in Auburn. 


Krassowski, an art teacher at Trinity 
High School, says her work is less tradi- 
tional than Dodge’s and Seaboyer’s. “The 
works that I have are more emotional- 
ly driven. They’re more nostalgic, off the 
beaten trail,” she said. One of her pieces, 
inspired by “Fire and Ice,” depicts a moun- 
tainous landscape with a hiker, a fire and a 
woman in a white dress. 

“There’s always an intent, but you bring 
your experience and your own personal 
interpretations to things,” Krassowski said 
of her paintings on Frost’s poetry. 

The artists hope that visitors will be 
inspired to read or reread some of Frost’s 
work. 

As a Derry resident, Krassowski said 
it’s difficult not to be familiar with Robert 
Frost; he taught at Pinkerton Academy, and 
the Robert Frost Farm, home to his family 
from 1900-1911, is on Rockingham Road 
in Derry. 

“I’d like to see the exhibit continue 
through New Hampshire, to get the work in 
as many libraries as we can,” Krassowski 
said. “It would also be great, if people have 
Robert Frost-related work, for them to add 
to the exhibit as well.”

No snow? No problem 

Area resorts have big plans for ski season

Last year’s mild winter proved 
that New Hampshire’s snowy rep- 
utation can’t be taken for granted, 
and area mountain resorts are 
responding with new features that 
they hope will draw crowds even if 
natural snow is minimal. 

After the dismal natural snow 
production of last winter, Pats 
Peak in Henniker has added two 
new energy-efficient snow guns. 
Lori Rowell, director of mar- 
keting, said with the increased 
snowmaking capabilities, visitors 
will be able to better utilize some 
of the resort’s other new features. 

Skiers at Pats Peak will imme- 
diately notice a new entranceway 
with paved walkways, a stone wall 
and a heated warming area. An 
inflatable airbag will be set up so 
that skiers and riders can practice 
their jumps. Rowell said the airbag 
is similar to ones used for movie 
stunts. 

Rowell said the resort has 
upgraded its rental equipment 
with gear made specifically for the 
beginner snowboarder. The Bur- 
ton Learn to Ride equipment is 
now available for rent and features 
snowboards designed to decrease 
the chance of catching an edge 
and boots designed with more 
flexibility. 

“They want people to be able to 
link their turns during their first 
lesson,” Rowell said. 

Rowell said the staff at Pats Peak 
is particularly excited about being 
the first New Hampshire mountain 
to obtain the Learn to Ride Gear 
designed specifically for women. 
And Saturdays at 11:30 a.m. at the 
mountain, all-female snowboard- 
ing classes will be available. 

“They will be taught by a wom- 
an instructor, and people can learn 
by using equipment made for 
women,” she said. 

At Crotched Mountain, resort 
operators want to make sure vis- 
itors can get to the summit even 
faster than they can make it down. 
Pat Terry, the mountain’s gener- 
al manager, said “The Crotched 
Rocket” will open for the first 
time this season and will be able to 
bring passengers to the top of the 


mountain in less than four minutes. 

As the only mountain in southern 
New Hampshire with a high-speed 
lift, Terry said the quick ride will 
help Crotched Mountain become 
an even more popular destination. 

“By putting in the new high- 
speed quad, it also includes an 
expansion of the ski area by adding 
an additional 25 acres,” he said. 

The three new trails and new 
glade area that will be added in 
the expansion will also be ful- 
ly lighted, in keeping with having 
a 100-percent lighted ski resort. 
Terry said by having a fully lit 
mountain, Midnight Madness, the 
resort’s signature event, remains a 
big draw for Crotched. 

“Midnight Madness is the big 
thing everybody knows us for,” 
Terry said. “The bottom line is that 
every Friday and Saturday night 
in January and February, we stay 
open until 3 a.m., with a slopeside 
bonfire [and] live entertainment.” 

Terry said this year an airbag 
will be brought to Crotched on 
select weekends. He said those 
weekends have not been decid- 
ed yet but will be posted to www. 
crotchedmountain.com when they 
are announced. 

In the Queen City, McIntyre Ski 
Area vice president and general 
manager Ross Boisvert said a new 
trail is in the works. A new terrain 
park-type trail will branch off from 
an existing trail to provide skiers 
and snowboarders with additional 
challenges on their way down the 
mountain. 

Other new additions at McIntyre 
include a Burton Riglet Park for 
young snowboarders, which will 
feature retractable mechanisms 
that attach to a child’s snowboard 
so he can be towed along by a 
more experienced teacher. A new 
Tuesday evening corporate race 
league will allow teams of varying 
sizes to show off their speed. 

“It will make for some friendly 
competition,” Boisvert said. 

Though an opening date is not 
set in stone, Boisvert said the 
hope is for either the first or sec- 
ond week in December. But before 
the slopes open for the season, a 
rail jam is scheduled for Saturday, 
Nov. 24, from 1 to 4 p.m. 

“We’re going to truck in ice

shavings from a local arena and 
have a competition,” he said. 

Gilford’s Gunstock Moun- 
tain Resort is celebrating its 75th 
anniversary this winter, and Bill 
Quigley, director of market- 
ing, said the mountain’s terrain 
park will be undergoing chang- 
es throughout the season. Quigley 
said the park will be reset differ- 
ently than in the past and new trails 
will be popping up throughout the 
winter. 

Quigley said Gunstock has part- 
nered with Lakes Region Disabled 
Sports, which will encourage dis- 
abled residents of the area to 
access the mountain and partici- 
pate in winter sports. 

“It’s for those people that want 
to come out and learn how to fly 
again,” he said. “When someone in 
some state of paralysis can come 
out with their friends and family, 
it’s a pretty massive thing.” 

Gunstock will also feature an 
air bag this year, and on week- 
ends, Quigley said, the mountain 
will open up its Zip Tours. Quigley 
said the ziplines are the fourth-lon- 
gest in the world and provide great 
views of the mountain, crossing 
directly over the trails. 

Loon Mountain, one of the 
state’s largest resorts, is taking no 
chances with snow production. 
Greg Kwasnik, the communica- 
tions manager at the mountain, 
said 42 new snow guns will have 
a home on South Peak. Kwasnik 
said Loon has more than doubled 
its snowmaking productivity since 
2010, making life easier for the 
resort’s snowmakers and the trails 
more enjoyable for its customers. 

“This gives our snowmak- 
ers more flexibility of when and 
where they can work,” Kwasnik 
said. “They don’t have to spend 
time lugging the snow guns across 
the mountain.” 


Kwasnik said two new ter- 
rain parks will be open this year 
for some of the youngest visi- 
tors. The Burton Riglet Park has 
been designed with a Paul Bunyan 
theme for snowboarders as young 
as 3. 

To open the season, Kwasnik 
said, two rail jams will help get 
skiers and snowboarders into the 
swing of things. On Friday, Nov. 
23, the mountain will host a rail 
jam for skiers, and on Saturday, 
Nov. 24, snowboarders will have a 
jam of their own. 

“It will be a fun early season rail 
jam to dust off the cobwebs,” he 
said. 41

I am hoping you can he of some help.

My husband and I both just 
started collecting antiques, so we want to 
try to learn about the items we have in our 
home.

Dear Carol, 

Your red painted box is a sweet one with 
great dovetailing. The maker of this did a 
great job. 

It is tough to know what it was used for 
originally. I can tell you it appears to be a 
knife box without a handle. It appears to be 
from the early 19th century, and the paint 
does look original, so be very careful not 
to wash it off. 

Let’s say it was a knife box and the drop 
cover compartment was for a sharpening 
stone. How sweet would that have been 
for practicality? Again, it could have been 
made for a different specific purpose, but 
my guess, based on appearance, is that it 
was for the kitchen. I think in today’s deco- 
rating it would fit in just as well for a knife 
box. 

The value on it comes from its age, col- 
or and condition. Usefulness helps too, and 
rarity. So I would say that you have a 19th- 
century utility box in original red paint with 
dovetailing. The value on it would be in the 
$150-to-$200 range to a collector. This is a 
great piece to start off your collecting with. 

Just a word of advice to all young col- 
lectors: Be careful in choosing what you 
collect, and do research on what is out 
there. Make sure you deal with people you 
can trust to give you the correct informa- 



tion. Read, go online, but make sure you 
know what you are doing before you make 
a large investment. 

A man told me when I first started col- 
lecting, collect what you like, but once a 
year make an investment for your chil- 
dren’s college. Buy something that will do 
nothing but increase in value over time. To 
do this today, you really have to be care- 
ful, because there is so much out there that 
is reproduced. 

Buying anything antique is truly an 
investment, so I say always decorate when 
you can with antiques and then find some- 
thing awesome to collect.

INSIDE/OUTSIDE GARDENING GUY 

Still some pruning to do 

Time to tackle trees and shrubs

Winter is upon us. Several nights the 
temperatures have dipped to 20 degrees or 
colder at my house, and snow is in the fore- 
cast. Is it time to hibernate? Not for me, 
or at least not yet. I still have pruning to 
do. Pruning of shrubs and hardwoods like 
maples and oaks is best done after leaf drop, 
when one can really see form and structure 
without the clutter of leaves. 

Early spring blooming shrubs like for- 
sythia, lilac, rhododendron, common 
ninebark and azaleas have already formed 
buds for next spring, and pruning will 
remove some. They are best pruned right 
after blooming, but if you didn’t do it then, 
you can do it now — I have been. Most 
hydrangeas, summersweet clethra and oth- 
er late- summer bloomers will form buds 
next spring for blooming later on. To me it 
is more important to have trees and shrubs 
look good all winter than to get every last 
blossom. 

When pruning, remember that trees 
and shrubs do best when sunshine can 
reach every leaf, so thinning out branch- 
es is generally good. You should remove 
dead branches and anything that is rubbing 
another branch. I like to remove the low- 
er branches of most shrubs and to take out 
any sprouts starting up from the roots in the 
vicinity of main stems. Branches aiming in 
toward the center of a shrub will just clutter 
it up, so, as the Red Queen said, “Off with 
their heads!” 

I grow five or more kinds of willows. 
Willows do best in moist soil and full sun 
but are very adaptable and will grow almost 
anywhere. They grow fast and are interest- 
ing, primarily, for their foliage. Only the 
pussywillow has flowers that matter, those 
great fuzzy things that sing “Spring is on 
the way!” 

I’ve recently been pruning two kinds of 
willows: the rosemary willow ( Salix elae- 
agnos) and a Japanese variegated willow, 
a cultivar of Salix integra called Haku- 
ru Nashiki. In each case the willows stay 
shrubby but tend to get a bit too tall for 
me. I like to keep them at a height of 8 
feet or so, and that requires a trim every 
year or two. Other forms of willows will 
develop into trees 30 feet tall or more, 
such as the weeping willow. Most wil- 
lows have relatively weak wood, meaning 
that their branches break easily in wind or 
ice storms. 

I grow my Hakuru Nashiki willows 
across the stream from my vegetable gar- 
den. A small plant will get to be 10 feet 
tall in three to five years. They can have 


very dense foliage with lots of branch- 
es starting near the ground, but I like to 
see some bare stem, so I prune off all 
the branches up to a height of 5 feet or 
so. You could prune them into a lollipop 
shape by removing all but one stem and 
shaping the top into a globe, but I haven’t 
done that. Not yet, anyway. 

By pruning the willows now I am mak- 
ing them pleasing to my eye, but also 
opening them up so that they will not hold 
a large snow mass. Any densely growing 
shrub will hold snow and is more likely to 
lose branches if we get a heavy, wet snow. 

I remember arriving in Sofia, the cap- 
ital of Bulgaria, on an April day in 1982 
that just happened to be a national holiday, 
the celebration of the Cyrillic alphabet 
that featured a large parade downtown. 
Afterward, old women dressed in black 
came out with twig brooms and swept 
the streets and sidewalks of every ciga- 
rette butt and candy wrapper dropped by 
the crowds. I liked those brooms; they 
seemed right out of a fairy tale. This year 
I decided to use my willow prunings to 
make my own twig broom. 

I had an old broom, so I cut off the head 
and re-used the handle, though I could have 
used a sapling instead. I collected small 
branches from the pile I had pruned from 
the willows, each about 30 inches long and 
about the thickness of a pencil. I arranged 
them around the handle, overlapping the 
handle by a foot. 

Making a twig broom really is a two- 
person project, so I asked Cindy Heath to 
help me attach the wires. I had bought a 
small coil of No. 18 copper wire at the 
hardware store and cut two 4-foot sec- 
tions for fastening the twigs onto the 
handle. I have large hands, so it wasn’t 
hard to hold the twigs firmly in place 
while Cindy wrapped wire around them. 
When the wire was tightly wrapped four 
or five times around the handle, she twist- 
ed the two ends together tightly. Then we 
did it again farther down the handle, near 
the end of the twigs. 

I like the broom for sweeping the front 
walk. It gets the leaves as well as bits of 
sand and gravel; so far it seems sturdy, and 
I like the way it looks.

She says the car is too old and undependable. 
For example, the gas gauge doesn’t work

RAY: Will you break down in the corn- 
fields of Illinois? Yes — and lots of other 
places. Will you melt in this old car? Yes, 
especially when you’re stopped or broken 
down, which will be often. 

TOM: Should you go on this trip? 
Absolutely! 

RAY: No question about it. It sounds like 
a wonderful adventure. And breaking down 
will just be part of the adventure. If 11 give 
your dad a chance to show his sons how to 
handle adversity and solve problems, and 
how to take things in stride. And, since he’s 
a guy who wants to make this trip in a ‘62 
Studebaker, he’ll also show his sons that fun 
can be had under almost any circumstances, 
even when it’s 106 F in the breakdown lane. 

TOM: I understand your mom’s con- 
cerns. That’s her job in the family — to 
worry about things like, oh, life and death. 
But your dad doesn’t sound reckless to us. 
He’s given this car a lot of upgrades, includ- 
ing the addition of seatbelts. And he plans 
to take the old, slower Route 66, rather than 


risk your safety at 75 mph on the highway 
with tandem trailers whizzing by. 

RAY: So my suggestion is to assure Mom 
that you’re taking reasonable precautions. That 
means bringing two things along with you. 

TOM: No. 1 is a cellphone, so that when 
you break down and your dad is unable to fix 
the problem himself, you can call for help. 
You may even want to download our iPhone 
app called “Breakdown Lane” from iTunes. 

RAY: It uses your iPhone’s GPS data to 
find the closest highly rated repair shops 
anywhere in the country — whatever corn- 
field or city you break down in. 

TOM: And the second thing you need 
to bring is a credit card. You’ll use that to 
either pay for parts and repairs, or, if worse 
comes to worst, buy three bus tickets home 
and take the Studebaker ’s plates with you.

He 
doesn 1 believe me, since his friends sup- 
posedly listen to the radios in their cars 
without the engines running. He says they 
do it “ all the time ” — listening from 10 
minutes to half an hour — and have “nev- 
er ” had a problem with killing the battery. 
Whats your opinion? Can you resolve this 
standoff? — Sarah 

TOM: Is it his car? If it is, what do you 
care? If he kills his battery, you can refuse to 
give him a jump-start until he writes “I will 
always listen to my sainted mother” 1,000 
times. 

RAY: Of course, if it’s your car he’s 
driving, then I understand why you’re con- 
cerned. But you really don’t need to be. 

TOM: The radio uses a very small amount 
of current — maybe a couple of amps. That’s 
not enough to kill a battery that’s in good 
condition. Not even close. So, as long as the 
battery is sound, he can play the radio for an 
hour or two at a time without doing any harm. 

RAY: If your battery IS weak and near the 
end of its life, then, sure, he might kill it by 
playing the radio. But in that case, it would 
have died and stranded you soon anyway.

After visiting an elaborate holiday expo 
in Boston, Heidi Copeland, the owner of 
Millyard Communications, envisioned 
bringing the experience to New Hampshire.

Give thanks to gadgets 

Being grateful for modern technology

This is the time of year when 
we appreciate all that we have. I 
could tell you all about the peo- 
ple in my life, but that’s really not 
why you read this here column, is 
it? 

And, looking through my past writings, 
apparently the last time I did this was 2007. 
So it’s definitely time. What am I particu- 
larly grateful for this year, in no particular 
order? 

USB: The Universal Serial Bus is just 
four pins of wonderful as far as I’m con- 
cerned. It supports everything from input 
peripherals and storage to more exot- 
ic gadgets like smartphones and medical 
devices. Before USB, peripherals had to 
be connected to parallel or serial ports, 
which were not only larger but also hard- 
er to manage. They came with dedicated 
hardware addresses, and you could pret- 
ty much forget about swapping devices in 
and out. If you were lucky, you had a SCSI 
port, which had its own hardware address- 
ing system to confuse people. Now, the 
USB system loads and unloads drivers 
for you when you connect or disconnect 
devices, so there are no conflicting hard- 
ware addresses and everybody’s happy. 
Oh, and speaking of which. . . 

Device drivers: These little bits of soft- 
ware are what make our hardware work. 
They come on CDs with the new stuff we 
buy, though realistically we have to get the 
most up-to-date versions from the man- 
ufacturer Web sites. Without drivers, our 
computers would have no clue what to do 
with the doodads we plug into USB (or 
FireWire, or SCSI, etc.) ports. Drivers tell 
the operating system exactly what type of 
device we’ve attached, what its capabilities 
are, and how to control it. 


Touchscreens: The whole 
mobile revolution we’ve seen 
over the past couple years, what 
with smartphones and tablets 
showing up everywhere, would 
not be possible without sensi- 
tive, responsive touchscreens. 
And they wouldn’t be possi- 
ble without the conductivity 
of our fingertips, unless we used either a 
cumbersome stylus or less effective pres- 
sure-sensitive touchscreens. It really is 
almost magic that our bodies can interact 
so intimately with our electronic devices. 
And of course, we’d hardly be able to carry 
tablets around without. . . 

Wireless broadband Internet access: I 
could be talking about Wi-Fi routers link- 
ing us to our wired connections at home, 
or I could mean service provided by cellu- 
lar companies while we’re out and about. 
Either way, being untethered is essential to 
the way we use our devices now — in the 
kitchen for looking up recipes and playing 
streaming music; in bed for catching up on 
e-mail before rising; keeping in touch while 
walking from place to place. Can you imag- 
ine having to plug into an Ethernet jack 
every time you wanted to connect to the 
Internet? For that matter, can you imagine 
going without. . . 

Batteries: Plugging in our laptops and 
phones all the time wouldn’t be just incon- 
venient, it would run counter to the whole 
way they’re designed. They’re meant to be 
used on the go, without wires of any kind. 
Shackling them to a power outlet would 
destroy their utility. As much as we com- 
plain about the limited time our batteries 
give us, they should be appreciated for all 
the time they do offer.

Four food industry stalwarts to serve homestyle with flair

Drawing from decades of 
experience, a restaurateur quar- 
tet is bringing a well-known 
Goffstown gathering place back 
to life in a bold way. 

The High Street Farmhouse, 
creation of former Pinkerton 
Tavern owners Jennifer Lut- 
zen and Guy Streitburger and 
former Village Trestle owners 
Lorraine and Steve Pascucci, 
has been going through reno- 
vation and re-invigoration since 
September. The eatery, former- 
ly Patrick’s Country Restaurant, 
is set for an opening sometime 
before the end of the year. 

The Pascuccis approached 
Lutzen and Streitburger about 
a possible collaboration after 
the Pinkerton was seized by 
eminent domain. With them on 
board, the Pascuccis sold the 
Village Trestle, and the four- 
some began pouring ideas in 
to the High Street Farmhouse 
which, given its central location 
and years of being an eatery 
under different names and own- 
ers, has become a recognized 
Goffstown haunt. 

“You walked in and it was 
great, it was a place to be. Peo- 
ple like to come together and 
be in the lounge-type area. We 
want to get that feeling again, 
the good atmosphere, the good 
service and the good food,” 
Lorraine Pascucci said. 

The four new owners have 
decided to take a menu full 
of simple food and design it 
outside of the box while main- 
taining affordability and beating 
back boredom by changing it 
quarterly. 

“People should be able to 


come in twice a week and eat. 
They might not get a steak both 
times, but it should be afford- 
able food that’s creative, but not 
overly chi- chi. To stay ahead 
of the curve, you can’t just be 
vanilla, but it needs to be done 
the right way,” said Streitburg- 
er, who is also the executive 
chef. 

Taking nods from the Pinker- 
ton and the pub fare from the 
Village Trestle, the Farmhouse’s 
food is comfort food by nature, 
but creative in its character. 
Soups du jour, Slam Chowder 
and butternut and honey crisp 
apple bisque can be served on 
their own or all together in a 
soup flight for the indecisive. 
There are inspired versions 
of classics like diver scallops, 
either wrapped in bacon with 
maple mesquite glaze as an 
appetizer ($12) or pan black- 
ened with honey jalapeno tartar 
($22), and The Hay Stack sand- 
wich ($12) of smoked pork and 
prime rib with sweet onion jam 
and espinaca dip. 

The buffalo short ribs ($14) 
are served over riced-based, 
gluten-free grits and cooked 
with New Hampshire maple 
syrup. The pulled pork sundae 
($14) is a stacked homestyle 
plate with gravy- and barbe- 
cue-sauce doused pulled pork 
layered atop buttermilk mashed 
potatoes, two times over. Both 
dishes will be prepared in the 
smoker, an outdoor addendum 
to the kitchen. 

Also outside is a garden, 
which won’t yield much until 
the second season of business 
but is a symbol of the owners’ 
locavore philosophy, some- 
thing both former restaurants 
employed on their menus. 


“If people are enjoying 
smoked wings on the patio, and 
they see someone come out and 
pick a vegetable they’re going 
to be served, or they see the 
mint picked off the porch for a 
mojito, they get it, they get that 
it’s the High Street Farmhouse 
and what we’re about,” Streit- 
burger said. 

The new lounge area in the 
rear room, where an expanded 
bar has been relocated, features 
curtains designed by Lutzen and 
made locally, and stained glass 
pieces crafted by Steve Pascuc- 
ci. Potted herbs are being grown 
on the front porch, which, along 
with a new back patio, will pro- 
vide seasonal seating. 

The main dining room mir- 
rors the rustic menu and is 
divided into three rooms with 
natural light brightening each. 
Decorative fireplace mantels, 
and antique and yard sale fur- 
niture, which the four owners 
drove around collecting while 
setting up, add to the exposed 
beam ceiling and newly stained 
floor, which they found after 
pulling up a rug, built circa

Between the renovations and 
Hurricane Sandy holding up 
their freezer delivery, the open- 
ing has been delayed slightly, 
but they are planning on it by 
the end of the year. 

“There have been some minor 
setbacks bringing it up to code 
and renovating bathrooms, but 
it’s coming together. A lot of peo- 
ple have been responding too, 
wanting to come up. Everybody 
knows this place in Goffstown,” 
Steve Pascucci said. 

High Street Farmhouse has 
no set hours yet, but it will start 
with dinner only, beginning 
at 3 p.m. Wednesday through 
Sunday. Themed dining nights

Chinese, Japanese and Thai, oh my 

Big-city Asian cuisine comes to Manchester

Boasting modem decor and a pan- Asian 
and Asian fusion menu, Masa is the new kid 
on the block for the Mall of New Hamp- 
shire area, and it already has street cred. 


Masa’s big brother is Watawa, a Jap- 
anese restaurant owned by the same 
company in Astoria, Queens, N.Y., Exec- 
utive Chef Jimmy Dong, who previously 
worked at Watawa, said Masa is bring- 
ing that big inner-city look and feel to 
Manchester. And although Masa is a bit 


of a hike from Manchester’s downtown 
it brings a slick, modern look and fee 
amidst big-box neighbors along Soutl 
Willow. 

“All the chefs here are from New York,’ 
Dong said. “Our idea is to bring that style 
decoration and food to here. The menu then 
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catered to the population, so we serve the 
essentials for every style of Asian cuisine 
because they’re the most popular dishes.” 

Be it Chinese, Japanese or Thai, if it’s a 
staple Asian food, it can be found on the 
menu. Masa can introduce diners to pad 
thai ($10 to $13), General Tso’s chick- 
en ($11.95), Vietnamese summer rolls 
($4.95) and jumbo calamari in orange 
sauce ($8.95) all in one sitting. Szech- 
uan Crispy shredded beef with celery and 
carrots ($13.95) is popular, Dong said, 
as well as fusion selections, like Filet 
Mignon-XO with seasoned vegetables 
and Chinese XO sauce ($21.95) and the 
Miso Chilean Sea Bass ($20.95). 

“Food from the different Asian regions 
is all cooked differently; it’s a matter of 
coordination. Thai food is usually cooked 
fast, while Japanese food takes a lot of 
preparation, so it’s about arranging time 
so the food is served hot and on time,” 
Dong said. 

Hibachi is the most popular part of the 
restaurant; more than half of the 200- 
plus seating spaces are on that side of the 
restaurant. Orders of chicken, shrimp, 
salmon, filet mignon, lobster, scallops 
and more come with green salad, clear 
soup, fried rice, vegetable and shrimp 
for between $16 and $25. Combination 
orders run between $20 and $40. 

A sushi bar at the back of the hibachi 
can seat groups as well, and the usu- 
al index of classic rolls are featured on 
the menu. Masa specials rolls include the 
Manchester ($12.95), with spicy white 
tuna, cucumber, jalapeno, white fish, eel 
sauce, scallion and flying fish egg, and 
the Godzilla ($12.95), a cooked roll with 
spicy crab, avocado and tempura.

City celebrations 

Traditional fun, and then some

When what to my wondering eyes should 
appear but a miniature sleigh and — wait! 
Is that someone flipping through the air on a 
snowboard? 

Five dump trucks will soon dump mounds 
of snow in the middle of downtown Nashua. 
The snow, with the help of a series of ramps, 
will become the playing field for the first rail 
jam competition in the middle of the annual 
Winter Holiday Stroll. Skiers and snowboard- 
ers will put on an aerial display, while all 
around, shoppers enjoy holiday treats, deals 
and performances. 

Downtown organizations have different 
approaches for celebrating the holiday season. 
Some, like Concord’s Midnight Merriment, 
emphasize holiday shopping as a way to get 
people together downtown. Others, like Man- 
chester, get crowds with a parade. In Nashua, 
the emphasis touches all the bases: shopping, 
music, live performances and, this year, ski- 
ing and snowboarding. 

“It’s really so exciting,” said Rebecca Dix- 
on, executive director of Great American 
Downtown, which organizes Nashua’s annu- 
al stroll. Dixon said she’s hoping the Rail Jam 
will draw more people in the 13- to 21 -year- 
old age range. “It’s really right up their alley. 
We have this incredible sound system as well.” 

Zimmerman’s, a ski and snowboard shop 
in Nashua, wanted to do something to kick 
off the winter season this year, Dixon said. It 
came up with the rail jam idea and the com- 
petition took off. Warren Miller’s Flow State , 
a film highlighting some of the world’s tallest 
mountains and most daring skiers and snow- 
boarders, will be screened during the stroll. 

The Holiday Stroll, which draws about 
40,000 people to the Gate City’s downtown 
each year, has long been a favorite event for 
people in the Nashua area. This year, the stroll 


still features all of its traditional entertain- 
ment, shopping and strolling, along with the 
rail jam. 

The stroll kicks off at 5 p.m. Saturday, Nov. 
24, with a candlelit walk from City Hall to the 
Hunt Building, culminating with a tree light- 
ing. By 5:45 p.m., the entertainment slate, 
which features acts, music and performances 
in 25 venues in the downtown, will be in high 
gear, Dixon said. Performances include coun- 
try music, bluegrass a cappella groups, magic 
shows, face painting and karate. 

“It’s such a talented group of fabulous 
entertainers, anything from ice carvers to real- 
ly talented jazz musicians, along with choral 
groups and dance groups,” Dixon said. “It’s 
such a wonderful free family event. It gives 
downtown Nashua a chance to shine.” 

Intown Manchester’s Spirit of New Hamp- 
shire Christmas Parade, which draws about 
30,000 people each year, will take place this 
year on Saturday, Dec. 1, at 4 p.m. This year’s 
parade will feature about 80 participants, 
including grand marshal and former Aider- 
man Mike Lopez, who was instrumental in 
creating a “circle of peace” in Stanton Pla- 
za, which will feature a tree lighting for each 
branch of the military. 

“I think there is a sense that this has real- 
ly become a statewide parade,” said Sarah 
Beaudry, who handles marketing for Intown 
Manchester. “There’s such a sense of commu- 
nity. It really embodies everything that’s good 
about New Hampshire, that it’s a good place 
to live and work and raise a family.” 

The parade will feature the Manchester 
Central High School marching band, as well 
as Miss New Hampshire, a float from New 
Hampshire Motor Speedway and the Star 
Wars Telecom Pioneers, which includes cos- 
tumed Star Wars characters. 

“It’s such a positive time, and you can feel 
it and people are getting excited for Christ- 
mas,” Beaudry said. “You can’t help but feel 
thrilled yourself.

Simple and savory 

Give roasted chestnuts a try

Even though chestnuts roasting on an open 
fire make up one of the most memorable lines 
of a holiday standard, some might be more 
familiar with the imagery than with the snack. 

Roasted chestnuts yield a delicious, 
creamy flavor, and with little effort on the 
part of the cook, agreed Kathleen Shea, direc- 
tor of the New Hampshire Farm Museum in 
Milton, and Karen Sulewski, director of the 
Remick Country Doctor Museum and Farm 
in Tamworth. Whether chestnuts cook over 
an open fire or in the oven, roasting chest- 
nuts is simple. 

“They give off this great smell,” Shea said. 
“I like them over an open fire. It gives them 
this great smoky flavor.” 

Chestnuts are a little more difficult to 
come by these days. The American chest- 
nut tree, once a prevalent species throughout 
the eastern part of the country, has largely 
succumbed to blight. Typically, stores carry 
chestnuts grown in Europe. 

“A lot of people never had chestnuts 
before,” Shea said. “Nowadays you get them 
at the grocery store from Italy or France . . .

and they’re kind of expensive.” 

Before the chestnut tree blight, people used 
to collect chestnuts in the fall and end up with 
a big mound of them. Biologists are trying to 
create a disease resistant variety of American 
chestnut trees, Shea said. 

“American chestnuts were all over New 
England at one time,” Shea said. 

To begin, and regardless of whether a cook 
is using an oven or an open fire, Sulews-

<4 1 6 of each chestnut. The soft part should 
have an off-white, creamy color and is notice- 
ably softer. The X allows steam to escape 
while chestnuts cook, Shea said. 

Cook chestnuts in a 42 5 -degree oven for 
about 1 5 minutes. 

“The texture is absolutely beautiful on 
your tongue,” Sulewski said, adding that 
roasted chestnuts can be eaten plain or 
tossed into stuffings or soups. “They’re 
just a real treat, once they cool down. Put 
a little salt on them. Oh my goodness, my 
mouth is watering just talking about his. I 
haven’t had them in a while but it’s such a 
good memory.” 

If an open fire is accessible, people can 
cook chestnuts in a dutch oven over open 
coals. Sulewski said that’s the traditional 
way. First, let the Dutch oven warm up over 
the coals, then toss in the chestnuts and put 
the cover back on. Then, pile coals on top of 
the Dutch oven. 


“You’ll actually hear them popping,” 
Sulewski said. 

Doing it that way, it should take about half 
an hour to 45 minutes, she said. 

“Actually, they’re the best in the dutch 
oven,” Sulewski said. “They are really, real- 
ly good.” 

Cooks could also take a metal pan and 
place it right on the coals, then toss the chest- 
nuts in. After about five minutes, you roll 
them around so they cook evenly, and then 
check them after 10 to 12 minutes total, Shea 
said. 

The New Hampshire Farm Museum roasts 
chestnuts every year over an open fire, for 
both Thanksgiving and Christmas. When 
chestnuts are done, the shell will be almost 
charred, but it will be easy to peel off, Shea 
said. 

“If you cut it open with a knife, it should be 
pretty soft on the inside,” Shea said.

“This building has been a neighbor- 
hood market for generations. When I 
noticed it was vacant, I decided to see 
about starting it up again,” Statitres said. 

For the last four years she has been liv- 
ing in Massachusetts, cooking food and 
waiting tables at Stats Bar and Grille in 
South Boston, which is owned by her 
brothers. Exposure to the food industry at 
the Puritan and Stats is all the culinary 
training she needed, she said, especially 
when working with family recipes. 

“You don’t need the formal training. 
It’s almost better, in a way, when you’re 
cooking this style of food,” she said. 
“We have a breakfast and lunch menu, 
but our focus is on dinners, meals that 
can be reheated and served. It’s less of 
a sit-down place and more somewhere 
to get easy, good food, an alternative to 
takeout.” 

Takeout meals are listed on a chalk- 
board above the front counter; they rotate 
daily, and each week a new menu is drawn 
up. Using her mother’s and grandparents’ 
tried-and-true recipes, she offers fully 
prepared dinners of stuffed peppers over 
rice, Cajun salmon, Thanksgiving meals 
and baked ziti, portioned for up to eight 
people. Each starts around $10.95 and is 
packaged in microwavable or oven-safe 
containers. 

“It’s hassle-free. People don’t have a lot 
of time to cook these days, so it’s a good 
way to get a full meal without having to 
get fast food. We always take suggestions 
from people, too,” Statitres said. 

The Kitchen takes orders daily before 
2 p.m. for pickup after 5 p.m. In addition, 
homemade side dishes like macaroni, 
chicken and pasta salads, meatballs, and 
FOOD 


spreads like feta and sun-dried tomato 
and eggplant tapenade hummus can be 
ordered to complement dinner. 

Each day before 7 a.m., fresh baked 
scones, bagels and muffins come out of 
the oven for quick carry-out breakfasts. 
Breakfast sandwiches are available too, as 
are pies, cakes, cookies and cookie sand- 
wiches. Statitres said soups, chowders 
and chilis go well with their lunch menu 
of simple, finger foods: deli sandwiches, 
like BLT and turkey pesto; paninis, like 
California-style or Mediterranean chick- 
en; and salads, like cobb or caprese. 

The Kitchen has a pantry too, with 
shelved grocery products like pastas and 
sauces, cheese from Sugarbush Farms, 
Stacy’s Pita Chips and Shipyard Beer, but 
the idea is to make as much as they can in 
house, Statitres said. 

“Most of everything that goes out of 
here is homemade. Even the potato chips 
are, and a lot of Greek foods like our egg 
lemon soup, butter twists and spanakopi- 
ta,” she said. 

This down-home return has been a 
welcome one; Statitres said the number 
of dinner orders has kept her busy over 
the last three months, and as the holidays 
near, she expects the catering operation 
to take off even more. The catering menu 
is chock full of classics like chicken pic- 
cata, lasagna, and scallops wrapped in 
bacon, but also includes specialty items 
to liven a party even more, like grape 
leaves, swordfish kabobs and tenderloin 
bruschettas. 41

Hearty loaves, fresh baked 

Bread Peddler turns craving into business

An urbanite most of his life, Robert 
Chertoff was suffering from fresh-baked 
rye bread withdrawal. 

After relocating to Sanbornton from 
New York in 2000, the former TV video 
editor started baking his own bread to sat- 
isfy his hunger. But it wasn’t until recently 
that Chertoff founded The Bread Peddler, 
a growing business with a straightforward 
name that echoes his philosophy. 

“I’ve always enjoyed making it, baking 
for family and friends. They enjoy it, and 
I’d gotten suggestions to do something with 
it. I was too flattered not to take them seri- 
ously,” he said. 

Like his work with TV and webinar vid- 
eo editing, Chertoff said he started out by

getting creative with recipes rather than 
raw footage. Because his baking began as a 
hobby, he said he is not a perfectionist, but 
someone who adjusts until it “looks good 
and tastes good.”

◄ 42 taking, trying and coming back and 
saying what they feel,” he said. 

Working from his Jewish caraway rye 
bread recipe, reminiscent of what he grew 
up with in New York, he started a multi- 
grain product line that includes seeded 
sourdough, pumpernickel and peasant 
breads. His baking employs an artisan style 
that makes for hearty loaves. “They’re 
heavy, but they don’t sit heavy. I sell them 
as solid loaves and they can last a while 
because they’re not pre-sliced,” Chertoff 
said. 

Selling primarily at farmers markets, he 
hears from customers about how they serve 
his products: alone, buttered, alongside 
soups and as parts of sandwiches. 

“All the breads make wonderful toast; 
it’s a very tasty, flavorful way to enjoy 
them in a basic way. People have sat down 
and [eaten] a half loaf of the sourdough, or 
used peasant bread to make french toast. I 
hadn’t intended it to be that way, but every- 
one gravitates toward different tastes,” 
Chertoff said. 

Some varieties are spin-offs of his rye 
dough; pumpernickel is mixed with the 
rye, molasses and cocoa, and his peasant 
bread is made from a combination of rye 
and whole-wheat flour and has a rustic, less 
refined look. The sourdough he bakes con- 
tains sunflower seeds, sesame seeds and 
flax seed meal. 

The Bread Peddler products use no pre- 
servatives and stick to natural, quality 
ingredients. Chertoff also tries to source 


locally, using King Arthur flour whenever 
he can when baking in his home kitchen. 
The size of his operation has him a little 
tied down in terms of expansion. Along 
with working on packaging for his dis- 
plays, his days now are spent doing a lot 
of baking, but he is getting into some win- 
ter markets for the season and looking to 
get into even more markets come warmer 
weather. 

“I am not sure where [the business] will 
go, but I’ve found what I enjoy doing. Talk- 
ing with people and seeing what they’re 
interested in feels a lot more personal. I am 
pleased when people come back because I 
am creating something people are eating. 
Clearly, no pun intended, they have a gut 
reaction to what I give them,” he said. 

Chertoff said that starting The Bread 
Peddler was a natural gravitation to some- 
thing he’s always enjoyed, and it’s ringing 
true for some of his customers too. 

“I think in many ways people tend to do 
things that they know or they grow up with, 
and this is something I grew up with and 
couldn’t find in New Hampshire,” he said. 
“I think that registers a lot with newcomers 
and out-of-state visitors.” 4ft

Earth Eagle trying to fill niche with ‘off-the-wall’ brews

Alex McDonald and Butch Heilshorn 
are cutting hops down to size. 

Hops is but an herb, they say, one of 
thousands that can be used to make gruit, 
a medieval herbal blend used to bitter and 
flavor beer. At their new nano-brewery, 
Earth Eagle Brewings, the two are trying to 
bring pre-Reformation ideas into the New 
Hampshire beer-lover’s consciousness. 
Their tasting room opened on Nov. 17 and 
is the exclusive place to try their beers. 

“This idea kind of grew out of a couple 
of different things. My wife is a massage 
therapist who studied herbs, and Butch’s 
is an herbalist, so we became interested in 
herbal medicines and also started learning 
about lacto-fermentation food techniques 
and said, as far as we’re concerned, we can 
also do this with beer,” said McDonald, 
who co-owns A&G Homebrew Supply, 
next to the Earth Eagle tasting room. 

“I was the lead guinea pig for [my 
wife’s] extracts and whatnot, and I really 
think her involvement sensitized me into 
the whole interplay between man and the 
environment,” said Heilshorn, a guidance 
counselor from Kittery, Maine, and self- 
professed beer geek. 

Three years ago, when they decided to 
begin brewing together, they got even geek- 
ier, reading up on beer history and playing 
around with recipes. A&G opened a year 
and a half ago in downtown Portsmouth to 
fill a niche there, McDonald said, and has 
aroused homebrewing enthusiasm, so the 
market is “kind of built right in.” 

“With Earth Eagle, we’re really just try- 
ing to create stuff we couldn’t find locally 
and wouldn’t find elsewhere. ... This will 
help, having small batches for people to 
try and say, ‘Hey, I can brew this at home 
too,”’ McDonald said. 

When one of their earlier experiments, 
the William Wallace, a Scottish gruit fea- 
turing juniper berries and heather, won at 
a New England regional homebrew com- 
pletion, they began to find their niche. 
Sticking with left-field brewing methods, 
they began getting into other arenas, like 
that of Puca, their curry pumpkin porter. 
McDonald took a recipe for curry pumpkin 
soup and tailored it to create a unique brew. 

“The curry works well with a porter 
backbone that’s chocolatey. It’s a nice 
complement to the style,” he said. 

Puca and five other brews will be tapped 
for the opening. Exhilaration, which 
echoes the William Wallace, is a tradition- 
al gruit, with yarrow, sweet gale and wild 
rosemary; the New England Gangsta’ is

a West Coast IPA dry-hopped with citra; 
Backyard Bouillabaisse is a locally herbed 
gruit; and Red Ryder American is a red ale 
with 30 percent rye malt and dry-hopped 
with Amarillo. 

“Gruit is most commonly made from 
sweet gale, wild rosemary, yarrow, but 
it really had to do with where you lived. 
We’re trying things from around here, 
like yarrow and spruce tips, but we also 
are mixing in ingredients from Africa and 
South America,” Heilshorn said. 

Their beer, for a country that is, for lack 
of a better term, hops-mad, will taste dif- 
ferent, he said, but is still inherently ale. 
Still, Heilshorn said, “We’re into going 
crazy on the palate, getting into new, old 
and really old territory, using beer as the 
vehicle.” 

For now, those six are only available 
for tasting in Portsmouth, in 1- and 2-liter 
glass growlers. They have a one-barrel 
system that brews 3 1 gallons at a time, but 
they can split it into two batches if need 
be, which is beneficial, as they have more 
than 30 recipes to utilize, according to 
McDonald. 

“Few companies do really off-the-wall 
brews,” Heilshorn said. “We want to cre- 
ate a situation that has people coming back 
to our tasting room every other week to 
try beers they’re never going to find any- 
where else. It’s kind of like a concept of a 
restaurant without a menu; you go in and 
eat what they give you because it’s going 
to be good, interesting, thought-provoking 
and inspiring, which may be a little brash 
to say right out of the gate, but I think of 
ourselves, and it seems people are starved 
for new beers and alcohols.”

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Every year for Thanksgiving my fami- 
ly and I have something of a multicultural 
feast. Everything from the traditional turkey 
and stuffing to lasagna and sushi are on the 
table. So when it’s time to deal with the left- 
overs, there’s a lot to work with. One of my 
favorite dishes to transform is rice. Because 
of its versatility, rice beautifully transforms 
to take on new flavors. 

One of the simplest dishes that punches 
up basic white rice is Spanish rice. I’d rec- 
ommend making this recipe with uncooked 
rice, but with a few simple modifications and 
it can be whipped together with cooked rice. 
Rice has been a source of food for people 
as early as 2500 B.C. According to a Duke 
University website, rice production began in 
China and spread west to Sri Lanka, India 
and eventually Greece by the armies of 
Alexander the Great. 

It is unclear how rice arrived in the United 
States. One popular story claims a damaged 
ship docked in the Carolinas and in return for 
repairs, the ship captain offered the people of 
the colony a bag of rice. It is also thought 
slaves from Africa brought rice to the colo- 
nies. In 1700, 300 tons of rice was shipped 
from America to England. After the Civil 
War ended, rice was produced in the South, 
and is now primarily produced in Lousi- 
ana, California, Mississippi and Arkansas. It 
is estimated that an average American con- 
sumes nearly 25 pounds of rice every year. 

Rice is the most important crop in the 
world in nutritional value. While Americans 
consume a couple dozen pounds every year, 
rice provides 35 percent to 80 percent of the 
total caloric intake for the 3.3 billion people 
living in Asia; however, it does not provide 
enough nutrition to be a main source of food. 
Rice is an ideal pantry ingredient - it can be 
stored indefinitely if kept in a cool, dry area. 

Spanish rice is a great side dish for a vari- 
ety of foods, particularly tacos or enchiladas, 
but after Thanksgiving you’ll find me chow- 
ing down on turkey with a side of this spicy, 
flavorful rice. — Lauren Mifsud

2 tablespoons olive oil (can use up to 1/4 
cup) 

1 onion, chopped fine 

1 garlic clove, minced 

2 cups of medium or long-grain white rice 

3 cups* chicken stock (or vegetable stock 
if vegetarian) 

1 heaping tablespoon tomato paste or 1 cup 
of diced fresh or cooked tomatoes, strained 
Pinch of oregano 

1 teaspoon salt 

In a large skillet brown rice in olive oil, 
medium/high heat. Add onion and garlic. 
Cook onion rice mixture, stirring frequent- 
ly, about four minutes, or until onions are 
softened. In a separate sauce pan bring 
stock to a simmer. Add tomato sauce, oreg- 
ano, and salt. Add rice to broth. Bring to a 
simmer. Cover. Lower heat and cook 15-25 
minutes, depending on the type of rice and 
the instmctions on the rice package. Turn 
off heat and let sit for 5 minutes. 

* Check the instructions on the rice package 
for the proportions of liquid to rice. They 
can range from 1 : 1 to 2: 1 . If your rice calls 
for 2 cups of water for every cup of rice, 
then for this recipe, use 4 cups of stock for 

2 cups of rice.

Yams vs. sweet potatoes 

The great Thanksgiving debate 


No Thanksgiving meal is complete without 
a great sweet potato or yam dish. Complete- 
ly different from the standard white or russet 
potato, these potatoes tend to come to the 
table dressed up more like dessert than a 
savory side. Their sweetness complements 
the saltiness of a Thanksgiving ham perfectly. 
Yet, the question remains, are you a yam fam- 
ily or sweet potato family? 

While many of us think we are yam fam- 
ilies, yams are actually difficult to find in 
North America, as 95% of yams are grown 
in Africa. While many of us think yams and 
sweet potatoes are interchangeable, accord- 
ing to the Library of Congress, yams and 
sweet potatoes aren’t even related botan- 
ically. Sweet potatoes are dicots (a plant 
having two embryonic seed leaves) while 
yams are monocots (only one seed leaf). 
Yams can be enormous (largest recorded 
was 130 lbs!) and are starchier and drier 
than sweet potatoes. This African food is 
rarely found here in the States. 

So, why the confusion? Apparently there 
are two major types of sweet potatoes found 
in the U.S.: soft and firm. The soft (that turn 
soft after being cooked) are mostly known 
as yams in supermarkets while the firm are 
labeled sweet potatoes. African slaves in 
the United States called the soft variety of 
sweet potatoes “yams” because they most 
resembled the vegetable they knew from 
back home. When you shop this Thanks- 
giving, take a look at the labels. You might 
see a sneaky “sweet potato” label under- 
neath what your market labels a yam. 

The good thing is, they all taste pret- 
ty amazing and work with the recipe I’ve 
provided below. Deviating from the sweet- 
er recipes typically found with “yams” or 
a sweet potato, this dish is savory and will 
have you forgetting about brown sugar and 
marshmallows entirely — trust me. This is 
a dish that will win over your guests and 
have them fighting over seconds and thirds. 
It has become a staple at my holiday table.

Yam Gratin 

from Wegman s recipes 
Serves 6 

3 pounds yams or sweet potatoes, peeled 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 cups heavy cream 

Vi cup shredded Grand Cru Gruyere 
cheese 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees (warning, 
this dish takes 1 hr 45 min to cook but it’s 
worth it!). Grease a 9 X 9 pan and grab a 
baking sheet to place underneath it in the 
oven (to prevent spills). 

In large bowl, combine cream and salt. 
Slice yams thinly, using knife or man- 
doline, and place into cream mixture. Coat 
yams generously with cream mixture. 
Place one third of the yams into bottom 
of pan and top with half of the gruyere. 
Layer on another third of the yams and 
the remaining cheese. Top with last of the 
yams and pour what’s left of the cream 
mixture on top. 

Bake for 30 minutes. Take out and press 
top down with spatula or fork so creamy 
mixture coats the top. 

Bake for another 30 minutes and repeat 
the above step. 

Lastly, bake for 40-45 minutes (until yams 
are tender) and let cool for 1 5 minutes.

Holiday cookies 


It’s a tradition. Every year, near the 
end of Thanksgiving dinner, somewhere 
between the last bite of stuffing and the first 
bite of pie, my father breaks out the Christ- 
mas music. It is an annual rite of passage 
ushering in the holiday season. 

For me, the kickoff of Christmas means 
cookies: chocolate chip cookies topped 
with holiday M&Ms, peanut butter cookies 
topped with Hershey’s Kisses, shortbread, 
biscotti, pizzelle, colorfully iced sugar 
cookies - the list goes on. 

So for the next few weeks, this column 
will be focusing on the unparalleled Christ- 
mas pleasure of cookie-baking. I will offer 
old favorites and experiments with new rec- 
ipes (assuming they come out edible). This 
week, we start out with my personal favor- 
ite, molasses spice. 

Though gingerbread cookies are a Christ- 
mas classic, I have never liked them. They 
are always too dry and the spicing is always 
somehow off, making for a cookie that is 
far more visually appealing than it is tasty. 



This recipe reverses that equation. It pro- 
duces a cookie of modest appearance and 
delicious flavor. Cinnamon, cloves, and 
ginger give the cookies a heady spice, 
while molasses adds earthy sweetness. The 
texture is chewy and moist, and the simple 
icing adds a burst of pure sugar. All in all, il 
may be the perfect cookie. Enjoy.

Iced Molasses Spice Cookies 

1 found this recipe, originally from Gour- 
met, on epicurious.com and have tweaked 
it here and there over the years. 

4 cups all-purpose flour 

V 2 teaspoon salt 

2 X A teaspoons baking soda 

2 teaspoons ground ginger 
1% teaspoons ground cloves 

1 % teaspoons cinnamon 

V 2 cup unsalted butter, softened 
V 2 cup vegetable shortening 
IV 2 cups sugar 
V 2 cup unsulfured molasses 

2 large eggs 

2 cups confectioner’s sugar 

3 to 4 tablespoons milk 

Preheat oven to 325 degrees and lightly 
grease two large baking sheets. 


In a large bowl whisk together flour, salt, 
baking soda, ginger, cloves, and cinnamon. 
In another large bowl with an electric mixer 
beat together butter, shortening, and sugar 
until light and fluffy. Beat in molasses, then 
beat in eggs, one at a time, beating well 
after each addition. Gradually beat in flour 
mixture and combine well. 

Form dough into W 2 - inch balls and arrange 
on baking sheets arrange balls about 3 
inches apart. Flatten slightly with bottom 
of a glass. Bake cookies in batches in mid- 
dle of the oven 1 5 minutes, or until puffed 
and golden. 

Transfer cookies with a metal spatula to 
racks to cool. Whisk together confection- 
er’s sugar and milk. Use spoon or clean 
pastry brush to ice top of each cookie.

Thanksgiving pairings 

Fruity wines to complement the big meal

If your family is anything like mine, it’s 
not Thanksgiving without turkey, the fix- 
ings and plenty of wine all around. This 
holiday lends itself to time spent around 
the table, sharing food and drink. Here are 
some Thanksgiving pairing suggestions 
from New Hampshire wineries for drinkers 
of reds and whites. 

Thanksgiving honors the fruits of the 
season: cranberries, apples and pumpkins. 
Many wineries in New Hampshire capture 
the essence of these fruits in their wines. 

Apple wine 

Apples are such a fall staple, it’s no sur- 
prise several wineries take advantage of 
this abundant fruit from local orchards. 

Sweet Baby Vineyard in East Kingston 
offers an apple wine that is semi-sweet, 
clean and crisp, with a nice balance of acid- 
ity. It has a velvety texture in the mouth and 
a long-lasting finish. 

Nearby in Newfields, WindRoc Vine- 
yard’s apple wine is bright and crisp, 
capturing the essence of an apple with mild 
flavor and just a touch of sweetness. 

Flag Hill Winery in Lee has an apple 
wine reminiscent of a hard cider that is per- 
fect for fall sipping. It is sweet and crisp, 
representing the fruit with a great balance 
of acidity and tartness. 

Over in Gilford, Stone Gate Vineyard 
offered an apple wine this year that I 
just adored the first time I tried it. It is 
subtle yet refreshing, with just a hint of 
sweetness. 

I can’t pick a favorite from these wines 
because I like them all, but I can recom- 
mend a recipe from Jerry at WindRoc. Mix 
any of these apple wines with some mulling 
spices, water and brown sugar in a crock 
pot and let it mull for a few hours. It will 
smell and taste like the essence of fall. This 
would be a great Thanksgiving offering, 
especially if it’s a chilly day, because this 
drink warms you up like hot cider. 

For a slightly different twist, try San- 
bornton winery Hermit Woods’ Heirloom 
Crabapple wine, their “signature wine.” 
The first batch, made in 2008, was based 
on crabapples off the tree in the winery’s 
backyard. This wine is off-sweet, tangy 
and satisfying. It was love at first sip for 
me when I first visited Hermit Woods 
last year. I also have to mention Moon- 
light Meadery in Londonderry; its Kurt’s 
Apple Pie is made from local apple cider 
with vanilla and cinnamon. I recently 
tried this mead, and the aroma alone had 
me hooked. It is like drinking apple pie 


out of a glass. This can be enjoyed at the 
end of a meal or over ice cream as a deli- 
cious dessert. 

Cranberry wine 

Like cranberry sauce on the table, cran- 
berry wine is a great complement to the 
Thanksgiving meal. 

Zorvino Vineyards in Sandown offers 
two distinctly different cranberry options: 
CranZeeno and Cranbreez. The CranZeeno 
is a lighter, fruity cranberry wine blend that 
even non- wine lovers will like. The Cran- 
breez is much more tart and may bring a 
slight pucker to your lips. As a great option, 
the Cranbreez can be mixed with prosec- 
co, Champagne or sparkling wine to make 
a festive cocktail. 

Haunting Whisper Vineyards in Danbury 
makes a cranberry wine that is slightly less 
tart but encapsulates the essence of cran- 
berries in a crisp, fruity wine. 

Way up in Center Ossipee, Sap House 
Meadery offers a cranberry sage mead for 
the holidays. I haven’t tried this yet, as it 
wasn’t ready when I visited, but judging 
from their other selections, I am willing to 
bet this mead is fabulous. 

As a side note, some wineries offer an 
apple-cranberry wine to combine the best 
of both of these fruits. I personally enjoy 
Flag Hill’s wine, which is sweet and tart, 
but other wineries like Sweet Baby and 
Labelle Winery offer different versions. 

Other recommendations 

If there are some red wine drinkers at 
your Thanksgiving table, suggest they try 
South Hampton winery Jewell Towne’s 
Leon Millot, a mellow red wine with sub- 
tle aromas of cranberries, black raspberries 
and licorice. 

Dry red wine fans may enjoy Gilmanton 
Winery and Vineyard’s Malbec, which has 
cherry notes and a nice smoothness. 

They may also like Candia Vineyards’ 
Noiret, a dry, rich, intense wine with pep- 
per and mocha overtones. 

Pumpkin fans will enjoy this year’s batch 
of Jumpin’ Jacks Pumpkin Dessert Wine 
from Zorvino Vineyards. The staff there 
spends hours slaving away, cutting up hun- 
dreds of pounds of pumpkins to create this 
wine. While this wine isn’t cheap, it is only 
available once a year and combines the 
best characteristics of pumpkin with mull- 
ing spices to create a wine that is rich and 
almost savory. 

Let a good bottle of wine complete your 
holiday meal this season. Whatever you 
choose to drink, I hope you enjoy good 
food and great company. 4ft

Red, white and green 

A lot of wine, a little cash 


If you’re a zinfandel- lover, you’ll love 
this week. We did. 

Our first wine was the 2009 Limer- 
ick Lane Zinfandel Collins Vineyard 

($ 1 7.99). Limerick Lane is a family-owned 
winery in the Russian River Valley near 
the town of Healdsburg in Sonoma Coun- 
ty north of San Francisco and west of the 
Napa Valley, and they only produce a few 
thousand cases. Though the Russian River 
Valley has recently become well-known for 
the ever popular pinot noir, it was first home 
to zinfandel. Zins are uniquely American 
because we’re really the only county that 
produces this varietal — and zins tend to 
be big and brash — well, you get the point. 
The color of this red was a deep maroon 
and so dark you couldn’t see through it 
in the glass. For nose we got deep pruney 
plum and pepper. This is a zin, we said. For 
flavors we got big with no mouth-pucker- 
ing tannins, a lush cherry and woodiness 
with white pepper. We could almost eat the 
wine, it was so full. 

Our second wine was the 2010 Plung- 
erhead Old Vine Zinfandel from Lodi 
($14.99). Lodi is a farming community east 
of Napa Valley known for making grapes 
that go in jug wines, but times are chang- 
ing. Lodi is fast becoming a must-visit 
place on any California wine trip, with sev- 
eral producers putting out interesting red 
wines. Plungerhead fits the bill, though its 


creators, The Oth- 
er Guys, don’t own 
a vineyard. They 
source and market 
wines. That isn’t a 
bad thing, and in 
this case they pro- 
duce a well-crafted 
wine. The color is 
almost black, it’s 
so dark purple. 
The nose is rich 
with plum, wood 
and chocolate. 
For flavor we got 
a velvety, jammy 
black cherry with 
a huge mouth feel. 
This is a classic 
fruit-forward zin. 
Though the wine 
is big enough to get up and walk out of the 
room, it doesn’t have any tannins and has a 
nice roundness from a bit of acid to balance 
out the big fruit. One taster said, “It’s just 
so rich, I love it.” 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” two 
wine-lovers look at red and white wines, 
none over $20 (and most under $15), in an 
attempt to find some great bottles for good 
prices. All prices are according to the state 
liquor store (nh. liquor state, nh.us) unless 
otherwise stated.

Back in 2006 my CD reviews were always 
looking for trouble. Any fight I could pick 
with slack-jawed tastemakers was an oppor- 
tunity for me to add a scalp to my snark-pelt, 
thereby inadvertently exposing how awe- 
some I was, which, looking back, wasn’t 
very. Even then, though, I knew you didn’t 
insult massively popular new artists you 
actually liked just because they were sudden- 
ly massively popular, such as this Swedish 
girl, Sarah Assbring, who is all there is to El 
Perro del Mar. Pale Fire , her fifth LP, is as 
awesome as the first thing Ed heard from her, namely her self- titled sophomore 
dealie of ’06, made of the same intoxicatingly chilly, sexually healed triphop as 
this. Think a bee- stung Portishead, pretty much, although grown-up lovers of 
Shakira could absolutely relate to this. “Hold Off the Dawn” takes its new-age 
yuppie-yearning cues from Sting circa his macrobiotic diet; the highly refined 
bling beat of “Walk on By” may seem as if it’s begging for half-interested indie- 
rap flows, but it works just as nicely as a daybed for the swooning and pouting 
she settles on top of it. Velvet-rope chill-house decorates “Love In Vain.” A —

On the air 

SNHU radio broadcasting exclusively online

It’s about 9:55 p.m. when Logan Ouel- 
lette and Sean Howesen mosey over to 
the brand-new radio studio at Southern 
New Hampshire University on a recent 
Tuesday evening. Ouellette clutches a not- 
yet-opened bottle of Moxie and a fresh bag 
of Lay’s barbecue potato chips as he sits 
down. Howesen carries his laptop andnew 
iPod. Ouellette, a graphic design major, 
sports a gray and red hoodie; Howeson, a 
business major, khakis and a collared shirt. 

They’re setting up for their weekly ritual: 
Contra Radio on Radio SNHU. 

The two have hosted their own radio 
show for three years now, but as juniors, 
they’re only just able to appreciate the new 
student center at SNHU, and, specifical- 
ly, the new radio center inside. New green 
paint is splashed on the walls, and a big 
wall-sized window allows them to see peo- 
ple in the hall while they’re on the air. The 
new station is a huge improvement over 
one they had last year, Ouellette says; they 
once had to cancel a show because of a bee 
infestation. 

Howesen pops open his laptop, while 
Ouellette preps the studio to go on air. 
(“Three years, and he still doesn’t know 
how to do this,” Ouellette says exasperated- 
ly, gesturing to Howesen.) As 10 p.m. hits, 
the show begins. 

Every Tuesday, when the clock strikes 
10, they shoot the breeze and play their 
favorite tunes: The National, David Broth- 
ers, City and Colour, Bon Iver, Death Cab 
for Cutie and Local Natives, to name a few. 

They’re two of about 20 members of 
Southern New Hampshire University’s 
radio station, Radio SNHU. The radio sta- 
tion is one of the younger college radio 
stations out there, having started in 1999 in 
the final years of New Hampshire College 
(at the time called Radio NHC), making it 
the second college radio station in the Unit- 
ed States to broadcast exclusively online. 

They have about nine regular listeners in 
this late time slot, which might not sound 
like much, but the people who do listen 
really like listening to the show, Howesen 
said. They can usually tell who their listen- 
ers are through their Facebook page. 

They keep the show about half music, 
half talk radio. They play music you 
wouldn’t hear in the Top 40, but it is “col- 
lege radio” type music. It’s like indie music, 
or “folk music, but if you were to spread 
it over every genre,” Ouellette said. “The 
music we play on the show has a huge fol- 
lowing . . . but just not around here.” 

While it can be tough to juggle work,

school, internships and homework, Ouel- 
lette and Howeson said they like setting this 
time aside each week. 

“I like sharing music that people might 
not have heard before. It’s basically like 
we’re just hanging out, just talking. It’s also 
a good way for us to stay in touch with peo- 
ple in other schools,” Howesen said. 

They’ll talk about movies, pop culture, 
and for their friends and family who are 
listening, they’ll talk about what’s on their 
mind: freak-outs about graduating, funny 
stories of their week. 

While they know they may not have 
as many listeners as an FM radio station 
might, Internet radio has its perks. For one, 
the radio signal is always clear. 

“With Internet, we have a better chance 
of people actually listening to the show, 
because we don’t have to worry about stat- 
ic,” Ouellette said. 

They get to attend events like the Inter- 
collegiate Broadcasting System conference 
on webcasting in Los Angeles on Dec. 1, 
which is specifically about online radio. 
Internet radio might not be listened to as 
much as FM radio, but according to Har- 
ry Kozlowski, president of WCNH-LP 94.7 
FM and local radio connoisseur, the Inter- 
net is where radio is headed in the future. 

“We’re in a weird place with radio and 
newspapers,” Kozlowski said — with Inter- 
net radio stations, while you won’t usually 
listen to them in your car, you’re not limit- 
ed to FM coverage. “Going forward 10, 20, 
30 years into the future, radio might all be 
Internet-distributed,” Kozlowski said. 

They’re looking to obtain an FM station, 
Ouellette said. They’re growing, hoping 
the conference in L.A. will help them build 
ideas, and are working to create a bigger, 
better website as well.

The End of Men (And the Rise of Wom- 
en ), by Hanna Rosin (Riverhead, 271 

Two years ago, 
journalist Hanna Ros- 
in prophesied the 
end of men in The 
Atlantic, and in the pre- 
dictable aftermath of a 
hot-and-happening story, 
landed a book contract to 
expound on the topic. 

The result is an engaging gender- studies 
thesis, dense with facts and anecdotes, that 
make you wonder if it’s not men who are 
endangered, but marriage. 

Not once does Rosin resurrect the old 
feminist slogan “A woman needs a man 
like a fish needs a bicycle,” but the entire- 
ty of the book is a testament to the thinking. 
In fact, I suggest a Ladies ’ Home Jour- 
nal-inspired sequel, “Could That Marriage 
Have Been Saved?” so we can learn what 
becomes of the relationships Rosin exam- 
ines in The End of Men. 

There’s Steven and Sarah of Pittsburgh: 
She’s a lawyer; he’s a stay-at-home dad who 
has a degree in electrical engineering but 
leaves dirty diapers in the sink and lets their 
toddler son urinate in the hall. Steven, who 
goes to law school at night, calls himself 
“mediocre house dude” and acknowledg- 
es that he keeps their child “mostly fed” 
and the house “mildly clean.” Sarah leaves 
for work at 8 a.m. and gets home around 6 
p.m., at which point she makes dinner and 
a pie, tends to her son’s untreated rash and 
mops up urine. Livin’ the dream. 

Elsewhere, we meet Billy and Hannah, 
unmarried partners of 11 years in Wiscon- 
sin. Billy is an unemployed painter. Hannah 
is one of Rosin’s “pharm girls,” the women 
who have flooded pharmacy schools, upend- 
ing the well-paid profession that requires a 
six-year degree. In 1960, 8 percent of phar- 
macists were women; today, 60 percent are. 

While Billy fishes, Hannah works and 
studies; she makes all A’s and is on the 
dean’s list at the University of Wisconsin. 
Although she didn’t take Billy to the phar- 
macy school’s annual ball because “he’d be 
completely out of place ... People are so 
much more educated,” she stays with a man 
who “just doesn’t want anything more.” 
They’re still together, she says, because 
they “crack each other up.” 

Uh huh. Five bucks says the divorce train 
is coming ’round the bend, tooting for Ste- 
ven and Billy. 

The plate-shifting gender changes in the 
American workplace, Rosin writes, are 
consequences of the shift from industry to 
information, which paralleled the assorted 
advances of feminism. 

“At some point in the last 40 years, the 
job market has become largely indifferent 
to size and strength, and from then on, in

many pockets of the workforce, men no 
longer held the cards,” Rosin says. 

Women, she reminds us, now dominate 
the workforce and academia. For every two 
men who will graduate from college this 
year, three women will. Twelve of the fast- 
est-growing jobs in the U.S. are in fields 
dense with women. While men’s wages 
overall are stagnant, women’s are not. The 
changes add up to a transformation of our 
homes and workplaces, with men shuffled 
off to the side, left to collect unemployment 
checks or to fill positions in fields long con- 
sidered “women’s work,” like child care, 
food preparation and nursing. 

For men like Billy, it’s not that the jobs 
aren’t there, but that they’re unwilling to 
leam them. They’ve become what Rosin 
calls “cardboard men,” inflexible, unwilling 
to change, stagnant, like their overall wages. 

Women, meanwhile, are “plastic,” per- 
forming “superhuman feats of flexibility.” 

“Plastic Woman,” Rosin writes, “has gone 
from barely working at all to working only 
until she got married to working while married 
and then working with children, even babies. If 
a space opens up for her to make more money 
than her husband, she grabs it. If she is no lon- 
ger required by ladylike standards to restrain 
her temper, she starts a brawl at the bar. If she 
can get away with staying unmarried and liv- 
ing as she pleases deep into her thirties, she will 
do that, too. If the era calls for sexual adventur- 
ousness, she is game.” 

Adds Rosin, “Cardboard Man, mean- 
while, hardly changes at all. A century 
can go by and his lifestyle and ambitions 
remain largely the same.” 

The perfect anecdote: A man in Alexan- 
der City, Ala., one of 8,000 workers who 
lost a job when the Russell Corp. closed, 
called the unemployment office to check 
on his benefits, and found himself talking 
to his old secretary at Russell. When she 
transferred him to her supervisor, it was 
another woman who had once worked for 
him. The women had built a bridge over 
their misfortune and crossed it; the man 
was still moping on the other side. 

If Rosin, a former Washington Post 
reporter, makes the future sound bleak and 
disheartening for men, she does so only by 
ignoring her own marriage. In The End of 
Men , she mentions a husband and children, 
but neglects to mention that the husband is 
David Plotz, editor of the e-zine Slate , and 
that theirs is, from all appearances, a joyful 
union of well-matched brains and ambition, 
and there appear to be no unwashed diapers 
in their sink. In an Atlantic video available 
online, the couple and two of their children 
laughingly debate whether girls are better 
than boys. Plotz proves that even men can be 
plastic. Men will not end, of course, even if 
they’re cardboard. But possibly their jobs and 
their marriages will. B

Good movie? Discuss 

SNHU film series inspires thoughtful talks

What started as a course on Shakespeare 
and film has blossomed into a wide-rang- 
ing film series at Southern New Hampshire 
University. 

Last fall, SNHU English professor 
David Swain taught a course featuring nine 
Shakespeare films. Swain invited a differ- 
ent professor to introduce each film to the 
students and talk about how it might tie into 
his or her field of study. 

“I was gratified to have students ask 
last spring, ‘So, are you going to do a film 
series again?”’ Swain said. 

Swain decided to expand the class into 
a film series this fall. Again, he asked pro- 
fessors to suggest “an essential film” that 
would provoke discussion. The idea was to 
have professors tie film suggestions to their 
own classes, Swain said. 

The result is an 11 -film series spanning 
the fall and spring semesters. The series 
kicked off Oct. 3 with Breathless. On Hal- 
loween night, more than 40 students and 
faculty members attended a screening of 
the Rocky Horror Picture Show. 

The film series is open to the public. 
Films are shown in Walker Auditorium 
in Robert Frost Hall on the SNHU cam- 
pus, 2500 River Road in Manchester, on 
Wednesdays at 7 p.m. 

“While the series does not have a theme, 
I aimed to cover as many genres and time 
periods as possible,” Swain wrote in an 
email. The concept began in Swain’s 
mind as a way to discuss “big ideas in the 
humanities.” 

“I wondered how faculty would respond 
to the notion of picking one film on which 
they ‘stake their career,”’ Swain said. “This 
was a bit restrictive, so I broadened it a bit 
to picking one essential film that would 
generate discussion.” 

Faculty members were “eager to keep the 
selections eclectic, provocative and unpre- 
dictable,” Swain said. 

“Several faculty knew immediate- 
ly which film they’d pick; the [chairman 
of Humanities] picked High Noon with- 
out hesitation; a historian knew he had to 
show Gallipoli ,” Swain said. “I wanted to 
do something French and experimental, but 
knew it had to be accessible, so why not 
a French response to classic Hollywood 
gangster movies?” 

Swain detected a bit of a buzz on cam- 
pus following film screenings this fall, 
particularly the screening of Gallipoli and 
Rocky Horror Picture Show , he said. “Stu- 
dents were excited to have both serious and 
wacky films on campus,” Swain said.

Selections include Jean-Luc Goddard’s 
“new wave” classic, Breathless, Orson 
Welles’ Touch of Evil and the 1960s com- 
edy Dr. Strangelove. SNHU will screen the 
classic Western High Noon on Wednesday, 
Nov. 28. 

“There has not, to my knowledge, ever 
been a serious attempt to show film on 
campus in any organized way,” Swain said. 
“Student organizations occasionally show 
a topical or new release film, but perhaps 
only once or twice a year.” 

Swain said 14 students attended the 
screening of Breathless and most of the 
audience remained afterward to talk about 
the film’s “offbeat style and characteriza- 
tion,” as well as about certain scenes and 
the film’s treatment of gender and love. 

“[Q]uite a few students in arts and sci- 
ences have demonstrated substantial 
knowledge of certain genres of film, and 
they seem eager to have their experience 
expanded,” Swain said. 

The university recently hired film his- 
torian Vanessa Rocco to teach classes on 
the history of film. Some professors have 
offered special credit for reports on films, 
which does drive some of the attendance. 

“With many students interested in visu- 
al narrative, particularly in the context of 
game design, film is an easy entry point for 
more sophisticated discussions of visual art 
and media,” Swain said. 41

Lincoln (PG-13) 

The president muscles the 
13th amendment through 
Congress in the final days 
of the Civil War in Lincoln , 
an entertaining character 
study from director Steven 
Spielberg. 

Abraham Lincoln (Daniel Day- 
Lewis) has been recently reelected 
to the presidency, but that doesn’t 
mean life is now easy sailing. The 
country is still at war with itself, 
and Congress is awash with all sorts 
of discontent — in addition to the 
Democrats in actual rebellion with 
the country, there are the Demo- 
crats who remain in the union but 
have sympathies for the slave-hold- 
ing south, Republican abolitionists 
(led by Tommy Lee Jones’ Thad- 
deus Stevens) who are at odds 
with other members of their party 
and a slew of lame duck congress- 
men whose loyalties and ideals are, 
potentially, flexible. Before a new 
Congress is seated and certainly 
before the war ends and southern 
states are a part of the Congressio- 
nal tally again, Lincoln wants a vote 
on the 13th amendment abolishing 
slavery. He needs 20 votes and, with 
the help of Secretary of State Wil- 
liam Seward (David Stratharin), he 
sets out to get them — first by offer- 
ing patronage to those lame-duck 
congressmen and then by applying 
pressure himself. 

Meanwhile, Lincoln faces just 
as much discord on the homefront. 
His wife Mary Todd Lincoln (Sally 
Field) is still shaky from the death 
of their young son a few years ear- 
lier. Her grief has gotten in her 
way of being a good mother to 
their youngest son, Tad (Gulliver 
McGrath), and is one of the reasons 
she won’t let oldest son, Robert Lin- 
coln (Joseph Gordon-Levitt), enlist 
in the army. Robert, fearful that ser- 
vice in the war will be the measure 
of a man in the coming years, is 
determined to join up. 

If you could dial Aaron Sorkin 
back to half-speed and replace his

earnest polic-sci-geekdom with a 
Spielberg glow, you’d have a good 
sense of where this movie lives. The 
best scenes feature Lincoln, Seward 
and a trio of very shady persuad- 
ers — played with glee by James 
Spader, Tim Blake Nelson and John 
Hawkes — working the numbers, 
clawing for one more yes vote. We 
get a Lincoln more like LBJ than 
a deified American saint, work- 
ing the legislative branch to make 
a group of people with competing 
interests do something they have no 
real interest in doing. The movie’s 
second best scenes feature Lincoln 
using folksy, goofy stories to annoy, 
confound or charm his staff and his 
opponents. Day-Lewis clearly digs 
into the man, particularly the pro- 
fessional Lincoln, the Lincoln at 


work, and enjoys flushing out the 
character (a “character” in the mov- 
ie, but also, we suspect, a character 
that Lincoln created to help him do 
his job as president). 

Less successful and less inter- 
esting is the Lincoln family. The 
petulant Robert, the erratic Mary — 
it feels like these characters are here 
to make the movie seem more about 
the man and less about the month he 
spent working on the amendment. I 
personally would have been per- 
fectly happy to see the energy spent 
on these characters used on the con- 
gressional battle instead. We didn’t 
leam anything new about the Lin- 
coln family in these scenes that 
seem to suck momentum out of the 
rest of the story. 

Whether you are a Lincoln buff 


or not, Day-Lewis’ performance 
is enough to make this two-and-a- 
half hour saga enjoyable. And even 
though there is no surprise about the 
fate of the amendment, the political 
maneuverings make for some edge- 
of-your-seat story telling. (I’m not 
one to cry at movies but I did choke 
up a bit when the 13th Amendment 
was read, and I got chills when piec- 
es of the Gettysburg Address and 
Lincoln’s Second Inaugural were 
recited. Who knew presidential 
speeches and constitutional amend- 
ments were my The Notebook 1) 
But there is a processed-bread qual- 
ity to Lincoln that smooths out too 
many of the rough edges. I liked the 
window into history, but I would 
have liked a closer look at some of 
the grittier messier parts of 1860s 
politics even more. B 

Rated PG-13 for an intense scene 
of war violence, some images of car- 
nage and brief strong language. 
Directed by Steven Spielberg with a 
screenplay by Tony Kushner (based 
in part on a book by Doris Kearns 
Goodwin), Lincoln is two hours and 
29 minutes long and distributed by 
Touchstone Pictures. 

The Twilight Saga : 
Breaking Dawn — Part 
2 (PG-13) 

Vampires face off against 
vampires while CGI launch- 
es an attack on your 
eyeballs in The Twilight 
Saga: Breaking Dawn — 

Part 2 , the final chapter in 
the Twilight saga. 

Or at least, let’s hope. 

If you’ve never seen/read any 
Twilightiness before, this movie is 
most definitely not the place to dive 
into the world. It opens on a new- 
ly vampired Bella (Kristen Stewart) 
blinking her red-irised but perfect- 
ly-made-up eyes and beholding her 
vampire husband Edward (Rob- 
ert Pattinson). Their half- vampire, 
half-terrifying-CGI baby (bom at 
the end of the last movie via vio- 
lent C-section) is being cared for by 


Edward’s vampire family, the Cul- 
lens. Also hanging around is Jacob 
(Taylor Lautner), a werewolf, who 
has an eternal connection to Bel- 
la’s infant — yes, a 2gether4ever 
type thing, though not in a To Catch 
a Predator way. He’s more of an 
Unky Werewolf, at least until the 
child reaches adulthood. 

And that just covers the, like, first 
10 minutes. The movie isn’t going 
to wait around for you to catch up. 
Get on board the sparkle train; it is 
headed for Overwrought Junction, 
with or without you. 

After learning the basics of being 
a vampire — how to hunt, how to 
stop hunting if you don’t want to eat 
people — Bella settles into a gin- 
gerbread house-like cottage on the 
property of her vampire in-laws. 
She is blissfully happy playing 
house with Edward and their child, 
who is aging at a very fast clip, 
which is lucky for her since it 
means she won’t have to take her 
Frankensteined name — Renesmee 
(eventually played by Macken- 
zie Foy) — to middle school. Bella 
even manages to hang out with her 
father, Charlie Swan (Billy Burke), 
who decides not to ask too many 
questions about his daughter’s 
recent paleface makeover and the 
sudden appearance of a child who 
looks a lot like her. 

Of course all this sunniness can’t 
last. The Volturi, those robe-wear- 
ing vampire autocrats from Italy, 
get wind of Renesmee ’s existence 
and think she is a forbidden vam- 
pire child. As clairvoyant vampire 
Alice (Ashley Greene) sees, the 
Volturi are headed to Forks, Wash., 
to destroy the Cullens and the 
abomination that they think Rene- 
semee is. The only chance to save 
everybody’s lives is to convince 
the Volturi that Renesemee is mor- 
tal. To do that, the Cullens travel the 
world in search of vampires who 
will come and, er, something. “Wit- 
ness” is tossed around a lot. Though, 
if the Volturi are as blood-thirsty as 
discussed, I’m not sure why having

a bunch of people witness your grisly death 
is all that helpful. I think the idea is that the 
Volturi will be less reflexively kill-y with a lot 
of extra vampires hanging around, although 
again, the description of them here and what 
we saw of them in previous movies doesn’t 
suggest that they would be bothered by hav- 
ing an audience. In any event, the gathering 
of witnesses takes up a good chunk of the 
middle part of the movie and introduces us 
to a bunch of special-ability-having X-Men- 
like vampires, none of whom is particularly 
important, as it turns out, to the plot. 

And, really, that’s fine because the few- 
er times we’re forced to watch some special 
effects nonsense involving a vampire who can 
control electricity or water or whatever, the 
better. I’ve never been as unsettled at a Twi- 
light movie — really, at any vampire movie 
— as I was in the opening 15 to 20 minutes 
of this one where we’re forced to watch baby 
Renesemee age. It is super creepy, that CGI 
baby face pasted on whatever was standing in 
for the infant (one of those health-class dolls? 
a real baby? a green sack of flour replaced in 
post-production by a baby stock-photo com- 
posite?). It was a jarringly bad part of the last 
movie, and it remains a weird choice. I’ve 
already agreed to watch a movie about vam- 
pires and werewolves and Taylor Lautner’s 
abs; I think I can suspend disbelief about 
whatever child actor choices they would have 
made. A real baby, even if it didn’t exactly 
match the features of the kid who eventually 
plays Renesemee, would have been so much 
less distracting. 

And while the vampire make-up here seems 
to have settled down some — sure, plenty of 
them have mime-like pancake makeup, but 
some of them just seem to have a light dust- 
ing of pale mineral highlights — the werewolf 
images have become less believable. They 
feel very much like computer illustrations past- 
ed in a scene instead of part of it. 

So let’s talk about why one might come to 
this movie, aside from just the completist’s 


desire to see it all through: the culmination of 
the Edward-Bella relationship. After movie 
after movie of “you’re human, I’ll hurt you” 
mopey restraint, the couple is finally on equal 
footing. After getting some sex out of the way 
early on (obviously, the couple had sex when 
Bella was still a human, hence little Renfaire, 
but vampire on vampire sex is allegedly so 
much hotter — not that you’d know from this 
movie), we actually don’t get a lot of their 
relationship. As it turns out, with the Jacob 
love triangle done and threat of Edward’s 
eating Bella removed, they just aren’t that 
exciting of a couple. So instead, may we offer 
you a little violence? 

And here I begin to tread near the edge 
of spoilers. Suffice to say, some rather fun 
violence is in the offing — we see those 
super-powered-vamps showing off their tal- 
ents in case the “witnessing” plan with the 
Volturi doesn’t work. Twilight movie’s have 
featured fight scenes before, but the one 
planned here is actually quite fun, and sur- 
prisingly Bella actually has a central role (we 
are blessedly done with all the “Bella’s such 
a fumblepants” stuff). For a minute, it almost 
seems like the movie’s makers decided to 
pump some bad-assery into this rather weak 
final entry. But then, well, no. 

If you’ve come this far, if you’ve giggled 
through scenes of Michael Sheen hamming it 
up as the Volturi head or of the wonderfully 
wry Billy Burke (who is 96 percent of why 
I’ve been watching Revolution ), you might as 
well take the final step and see The Twilight 
Saga: Breaking Dawn — Part 2. But beware, 
these vampires aren’t sucking blood, they’re 
spreading cheese. C+ 

Rated PG-13 for sequences of violence 
including disturbing images, some sensuali- 
ty and partial nudity.

Keep it local on Black Friday Record Store Day

From its inception, Record 
Store Day has been a stereo- 
phonic affair. Conceived five 
years ago in Scarborough, 
Maine, by Bull Moose Records 
co-founder Chris Brown, it 
launched with a free Metallica 
concert in the Mountain View, 
Calif., parking lot of Rasputin 
Music — two channels, coast 
to coast. 

In 2010, the spring event 
grew worldwide and added 
the day after Thanksgiving. 
Taking a page from the big 
boxes, participating stores 
open before dawn, but unlike 
Best Buy and Walmart, the 
big attractions aren’t deep dis- 
counts but exclusive, limited 
editions. 

Most of the specials are 
on vinyl, the fastest-growing 
segment of recorded music. 
According to Nielsen Sound- 
scan, vinyl sales took off in 
2008, broke records last year 
and are growing by 1 6 percent 
in 2012. It’s a local phenome- 
non too, from area musicians 
like Tristan Omand releasing a 
12-inch version of Wandering 
Time — offering colored vinyl 
to certain Kickstarter donors 
— to healthy queues on Black 
Friday. 

Last year, Salem Bull Moose 
Records Manager Chris Wood 
said, “We had 15 to 20 people 
lined, which is awesome con- 
sidering they’re all here to buy 
vinyl.” The crowds and gener- 
al chaos of the nation’s biggest 
shopping day mean most plac- 
es won’t offer the live shows 
common in the spring. 

“It’s a bit too hectic for in- 
store performances, but since 
we’re opening at 6 a.m. we 
do things like trivia games,” 
Wood said. “We try to make it 
fun for people.” 

To satisfy demand, labels 
release reproductions by clas- 
sic rockers, albums often long 
out of print or simply never 
released. From contemporary 
bands, there are clever items 
like Golden Gear , a sprock- 










et-shaped colored disc by the 
band fun. This was Brown’s 
favorite release for last 
spring’s Record Store Day. 

Hand-numbered and limited 
to 1,800 copies, Joe Strum- 
mer Live at Action Town Hall 
is sure to be a hot item. For- 
merly only sold digitally, the 
2002 show reunited Strum- 
mer and Clash bandmate Mick 
Jones for the first time in 20 
years, shortly before Strum- 
mer’s untimely death. 

The Strummer album is 
among several “Record Store 



Day only” items, like the two- 
sided 7-inch disc of Leonard 
Cohen and Jeff Buckley each 
performing “Hallelujah.” 
Cohen’s version was essen- 
tially ignored upon release 
in 1984. Since then, more 
than 300 artists have covered 
it, with Buckley’s version 
perhaps the most revered. 
“Hallelujah” is the subject 
of an Alan Light book due in 
December. 

Other items include an EP 
of Buck Owens covering the 
Eagles (a mid-’70s session

20th anniversary 45-RPM edi- 
tion of Nirvana’s Insecticide , 
along with picture discs of 
David Bowie’s “Jean Genie” 
single and Pizza Box by the 
Fat Boys, with vinyl resem- 
bling a pizza, packed into a 
cardboard box. 

Want an off-the-wall choice? 
Check out the Obscure Giants 
of Acoustic Guitar trading 
card set, offered by San Fran- 
cisco’s Tompkins Square 
record label. The 37-card col- 
lection features portraits by 
artist Shana Cleveland, and 
biographies detailing the work 
and lives of these overlooked 
performers. 

With supplies ranging from 
just 500 to 5,000 copies, not 
everything is available at all 
stores. Some places, like Con- 
cord’s Pitchfork Records, 
reserve the rare stuff for reg- 
ular customers. But bigger 
stores like Bull Moose (with 
11 locations, two in New 
Hampshire) and Newbury 
Comics (28 New England 
locations, four in New Hamp- 
shire) do their best to meet 
demand. 

But if the quest for Joey 
Ramone’s Ya Know (complete 
with Christmas ornament) 
should fail, take heart — and 
buy something else. There’s 
much to choose from and it 
helps small business. Plus, it 
definitely beats a Toys ’R Us 
tug-of-war over a Monster 
High doll.

A holiday tradition returns to Manchester 
on Nov. 24 when Trans-Siberian Orchestra 
and its massive orchestral rock explode into 
the Verizon Wireless Arena for two shows. 
This year features Christmas-themed selec- 
tions drawn from the band’s catalog and a 
new five-song EP ( Dreams of Fireflies , a 
free digital download with each ticket pur- 
chase), along with songs from non-holiday 
records, all presented with unrivaled stag- 
ing, lights and specials effects. 

What’s different this year is the show 
will kick off with The Lost Christmas Eve , 
the final installment of the band’s Christ- 
mas Trilogy , performed from start to finish. 
Every TSO show is a rich night of storytell- 
ing, but mounting an entire rock opera is 
something else. 

“It’s always a little bit new every year, but 
this is really new,” said music director and 
keyboard player Derek Wieland by telephone 
from Omaha during a break from rehearsals. 
“One of the things about TSO — in a certain 
way it is creating a new form, and I think this 
is the next evolution in doing that.” 

The Lost Christmas Eve is a tale of 
hope and redemption about a man try- 
ing to find the son he abandoned at birth. 
But in many respects the biggest charac- 
ter in the story is New York City itself. 
This thought weighed on Wieland’s mind 
as he spoke just days after Hurricane San- 
dy ravaged so much of the area. “We are 
working at music and making things up,” 
he said, “but you have this sense of tim- 
ing. I think people are going to connect to 
it even more deeply.” 

Wieland played on the 2004 CD release 
of The Lost Christmas Eve and began tour- 
ing with TSO in 2005. He took over as 
music director three years ago. The clas- 
sically trained pianist owns a studio in 
Manhattan, which managed to stay out of

the storm’s path. “It was a random piece of 
luck, but it’s really tough and bad in a lot of 
places right now,” he said. 

The band’s late December show in New- 
ark, N.J., is in the heart of the storm’s 
hardest-hit areas. A portion of ticket sales 
are donated to local charity at every tour 
stop, but Long Island native Wieland hopes 
the New Jersey performance will provide 
additional respite. “The thing about TSO 
is it’s inspirational, it has a hopeful mes- 
sage and it brings people together,” he said. 
“You go to a show to enjoy yourself . . . but 
that’s a part of it too, and it’s even better.” 

Wieland said he feels this inspiration 
almost every night. “When you are real- 
ly connecting with the audience, when you 
look out and see a young kid ... singing along 
to every word, you appreciate that you are a 
part of something that so many people con- 
nect with when there are so many things that 
people can enjoy and are passionate about,” 
he said. “It’s a great feeling.” 

With more than 25 performers onstage 
during two simultaneous tours, the band 
welcomes a wide range of singers and musi- 
cians. “That is a really awesome part of 
TSO,” Wieland said. “We are a lot of musi- 
cians and we have people from all different 
genres, ages and backgrounds. That strength 
of drawing from all that different talent is 
what makes what TSO does possible.” 

Though each year’s performance contains 
similar elements, this youthful enthusiasm 
keeps things vibrant. “A lot of people are 
able to come up through this and develop, 
bring a lot to it and get a lot from it,” said 
Wieland. “That is a very exciting process. 
One thing that is kind of timeless about TSO 
is that it’s able to be fresh all the time.” dN

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Extreme juggling 

If it won’t kill them, they can probably juggle it

In his 40-year career, Paul Magid has 
juggled a dead octopus, a pig stomach filled 
with lime Jell-0 and a breast implant — per 
his audiences’ requests. 

As one of the founders of the Flying 
Karamazov Brothers, Magid, with his crew 
of wild-haired, kilted companions, has 
developed a show that combines comedy, 
music, improvisation and juggling. In his 
signature stunt, called “The Gamble,” Mag- 
id, who performs as Dmitri Karamazov, 
challenges the audience to present him with 
something he cannot juggle. If he can keep 
the chosen items in the air long enough, he 
is awarded with a standing ovation. If he 
fails, his punishment is a pie in the face. 

Almost anything is fair game, but there 
are guidelines. The items have to weigh 
more than 1 ounce but less than 10 pounds, 
be no larger than a breadbox, cannot be 
alive and cannot reduce Magid’s chances of 
being alive. 

“People are very inventive and will spend 
days making things they think I can’t jug-

gle,” Magid said. “But I tend to win more 
than I lose.” 

The Flying Karamazov Brothers will 
bring their antics to the Capitol Center for 
the Arts in Concord on Friday, Nov. 23. 
Now a full performance involving musi- 
cianship and vaudeville- style comedy, 
Magid said that when he started juggling, it 
was merely a way to pass the time. 

“I and another one of the co-found- 
ers went to the University of California at 
Santa Cruz,” Magid said. “There were no 
grades at the time so we had a lot of time on 
our hands. I got obsessed with juggling and 
thought, ‘Maybe there’s something more 
going on here.’” 

That idea developed into a full-fledged 
street show, which worked its way into the- 
aters. As the audiences began to grow, the 
show found residency in New York City 
before heading out on tour. 

When the four performers take the stage 
dressed in kilts or tutus, Magid said, the 
audience rarely expects to be amazed by the 
precision with which they can accomplish 
their physical stunts. The “nine objects of 
terror,” an act that could see Magid tossing 


a meat cleaver, a torch, dry ice and a frying 
pan, is one that he says leaves little doubt 
about the skill the Karamazovs possess. 

“People are surprised that four cutups 
like us, who are seemingly wild and crazy 
guys, can combine skill, coordination and 
musicality while being so open and alive,” 
Magid said. 

Though on the surface, Magid said the 
act is a silly show, there are some deeper 
undertones that can be realized if the audi- 
ence is paying enough attention. The goofy 
costumes are just a small example of that, 
which Magid said expresses the Karam- 
azovs’ personalities while demonstrating 
the group’s cohesion. 

“Part of the reason we wear what we 
wear is because we’re outsiders, come- 
dians and clowns in our kind of way,” he 
said. “It’s sort of a statement on freedom 
but also working together because we wear 
the same uniform.” 

The current show, Magid said, combines 
some of the group’s best acts from over the 
years. He said the show may still evolve, 
but the audience in Concord can expect the 
best of the Karamazovs’ repertoire.

NEWS OF THE WEIRD BY CHUCK SHEPHERD 

Government in Action 


• Among the federally funded projects 
highlighted in the “2012 Waste Book” of 
U.S. Sen. Tom Cobum were a $325,000 
grant to develop a “robosquirrel” (to help 
study the somehow-confusing interaction 
between squirrels and rattlesnakes) and a 
$700,000 grant by the National Science 
Foundation for a New York theater compa- 
ny to create a musical about climate change 
and biodiversity (which actually opened this 
year, in Kansas City, and included among 
its concepts, according to one critic, “flying 
monkey poop”). Abuses of the food stamp 
program were also detailed, such as by one 
exotic dancer who, while earning $85,000, 
drew food stamps in an amount roughly 
equivalent to the sum she spent on “cosmet- 
ic enhancements.” 

• While the Department of Veterans 
Affairs remains under criticism for inad- 
equate funding for personnel disabled in 
the Iraq and Afghanistan wars, it spent in 
2010 more than $5 million on training con- 
ferences just to teach bureaucrats how to 
administer parts of its latest collective -bar- 
gaining contract, according to an October 
report in the Washington Examiner. In fact, 
reported the Examiner, $34 million in pay- 
roll goes to department officials who work 
mainly on union-related activities. 

Great Art! 

• “I wanted to create a self-portrait that 
was completely stripped of ... visual prej- 
udice,” said Polish-bom New York artist 
Martynka Wawrzyniak, who thus chose the 
medium of “smell” for her gallery showing 
in New York City (mnning through mid- 
November). For starters, she “scientifically 
extracted” her hair oils, armpit perspira- 
tion and tears (to protest humans’ cloaking 
themselves in deodorant soaps and laundry 
powders), and blasted visitors with whiffs 
of it as they entered the gallery. 

• Because We Can: The Tate Liverpool 
museum in England was host on Oct. 19 to 
artist Kerry Morrison’s Bird Sheet music 
project in which she laid down a giant blank 
musical score sheet under a tree and wait- 
ed for birds to make “deposits” on it, which 
she took to represent “notes” that compos- 
er Jon Hering plans to play straight, as the 
“sound” of the blackbirds. 

Democracy in Action 

• Getting Out the Vote: (1) Just before 
a primary election in June, Albuquerque, 
N.M., TV station KOB apparently caught, 
on camera, a poll worker for two county 
government candidates offering potential 
voters miniature bottles of whiskey to sip 
during free rides to early voting centers. (2) 
Los Angeles’ KCBS-TV reported in October 
that leaflets sponsored by the Progress and 
Collaboration Slate for its local candidates 


in Eagle Rock, Calif., also mentioned an 
offer of $40 worth of “medical-grade mar- 
ijuana” as incentive for voting. (3) Carme 
Cristina Lima, 32, mnning for town coun- 
cillor in Itacoatiara, Brazil, was arrested in 
October for allegedly passing out cocaine 
packets attached to her campaign leaflets. 

• Colleen Lachowicz won her contest 
for a Maine state senate seat in November 
despite ridicule by opponents for her admit- 
ted devotion to the online game World of 
Warcraft. “Certainly,” said an opposing- 
party official, “the fact that she spends so 
much time on a video game says something 
about her work ethic and ... immaturity.” 
Her WoW character is Santiaga, an “ore 
(Level 85) assassination rogue” with green 
skin, fangs, a Mohawk and pointy ears. 

• In several high-profile races across the 
country in November, voters rejected candi- 
dates who had been accused of wrongdoing 
and corruption, but Brian Banks survived. 
He was elected as a Michigan state repre- 
sentative from Detroit, with 68 percent of 
the vote, even though his rap sheet includes 
eight felony convictions for bad checks and 
credit card fraud. (Campaign slogan: “You 
Can Bank on Banks.”) Also, Michigan’s 
11th Congressional District elected reindeer 
farmer Kerry Bentivolio, whose brother had 
described him as “mentally unbalanced.” 

Least Competent Criminals 

Rookie Mistakes: (1) Arthur Bundrage, 
28, was arrested in Syracuse, N.Y., in Octo- 
ber after he returned to the Alliance Bank 

— which he had just robbed minutes earlier 

— because he discovered that the employ- 
ee had given him less than the $20,000 his 
demand note ordered. Officers arrived to 


find Bundrage standing by the front doors, 
trying to get back in. (2) A September theft 
from a sofa superstore in Northampton, 
England, ended badly for two men, who 
had just loaded a pair of couches (worth the 
equivalent of about $650 each) into their 
truck and were about to drive off. However, 
the store manager rushed out and, noticing 
the truck’s unfastened back door, reached 
in and pulled the sofas out, leaving the men 
to drive away empty-handed. The sequence 
was captured on surveillance video, lead- 
ing store owner Mark Kypta to liken it to 
“something out of a Benny Hill film.” 

Readers’ Choice 

(1) In October, a 2-foot-long shark fell 
from the sky and landed near the 12th tee 
at the San Juan Hills Golf Club in San Juan 
Capistrano, Calif. A security guard saw the 
incident, and an attendant placed the shark in 
a bucket of water (with some salt) and drove 
it four miles to the Pacific Ocean. (Best 
guess among observers: An osprey or pere- 
grine falcon had snatched it from the ocean 
but eventually lost its grip.) (2) In October, 
a major fire mysteriously started inside Red 
Lion Liquors (in, coincidentally, Burnsville, 
Minn.). Since nothing spark-producing was 
found, fire officials guessed that sunlight, 
magnified through vodka bottles, had ignit- 
ed surrounding paper signs, and the heat 
eventually pressured the vodka bottles’ tops 
to burst, exacerbating the flames. Firefight- 
ers, even, appeared amazed, with one quoted 
as saying, “This is so cool!”
